RABAT (R) — Deputy U-S. Secretary of State John Whitehead 
left for Washington Tuesday after a two-week tour of five Middle 
Eastern and North African countries. He said in an airport sta- 
tement that it had been a “fascinating and worthwhile trip’* of 
which his 48-hour visit to Morocco was the highlight His talks 
with King Hossan and Foreign Minister Abdul Latif Filali had 
been “fruitful and wide-ranging*, he said. Diplomatic sources 
said the main topic in the discussions was the special Arab summit 
held in the Moroccan city of Casablanca last week. Leaders at the 
summit decided to send out two missions ro try to settle inter- 
Arab disputes and discussed the joint moves for Middle East 
peace by Jordan and the Palestine Liberation Organisation. Mr. 
Whitehead's tour also included Jordan. Israel. Egypt and Saudi 
Arabia. 
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3-year-old becomes

LONDON (R) — A three- 
year-old Irish boy was given a new 
heart and lungs Tuesday in a 
four-hour transplant operation, 
becoming the youngest person to 
undergo the treatment Jamie 
Gavin, from Dublin, was in a sat- 
isfactory condition at Harefield 
Hospital near London, a hospital 
official said. It was the 1 9th heart- 
"lung transplant carried out by 
Egyptian surgeon Magdi Yacoub. 
Ail but five of his patients have 
survived and the survivors’ ages 
range up to 52. 

Peres holds Syria 
responsible for 
4 Israeli soldiers 

TEL AVIV (AP) — Prime Mm- \ 
ister Shimon Peres charged Syria , 
Tuesday with responsibility for 
the safety of four Israeli soldiers 
missing in action during the Leb~ 1 
anon war. In a statement after I 
meeting the families of the sol- 
diers, Mr. Peres said Syria “con- 
sistently refuses to act” Three of 
the soldiers disappeared during a 
fierce battle in Lebanon’s Bekaa 
Valley with Syrian forces on June 
11, 1982, the sixth day of the war. 
The fourth soldier, a Qruze, was 
being held in Damascus by the 
Democratic Front for die Lib- 
eration of Palestine, the ann- 
ouncement said. 

Israeli fire disrupts 
U.N. air flights 

TYRE (R) — Israeli anti-aircraft 
fire disrupted helicopter traffic 
over the headquartezs.of United 
Nations peacekeeping -forces nr 
South . Lebanon, ; a U-N. spo- 
kesman said Tuesday. Israeli gun- 
ners opened up without warning 
on Monday over the border village 
of Naqoura and the adjacent hea- 
dquarter of the U.N. Interim 
Force In Lebanon (UNEFIL), 
spokesman Timor Goksel said. 

Sheikh Salama 
still in detention 

CAIRO (R) — A leading Islamic 
fundamentalist cleric. Sheikh 
Hafez Salama, is still in detention 
a week after an Egyptian state 
security court ordered his release, 
his lawyer said Tuesday. Lawyer 
Abdul Halim Ramadan told Reu- 
ters that Sheikh Salama, 60. had 
been detained under foe criminal 
code, but was now being held 
under emergency law, in force 
since Muslim zealots killed Egy- 
ptian President Anwar Sadat m 
1981. Sheikh Salama. whohas not 
been charged and was ordered 
released on Aug. 6, was detained 
in July for questioning about all- 
eged anti-state activity. 

Amal-Palestiman 
clash reported 

BEIRUT (R) — Palestinians and 
the ShTite Muslim Amal militia 
clashed briefly Monday night at a 
refugee camp near Beirut, security 
sources said. One person was 
wounded as the two sides fought 
near Bourj Al Barajneh with 
machine guns and rocket- 
propelled grenades (RPGS) for 
about two hours. An all-party sec- 
urity oommitte managed to con- 
tain foe fighting, foe cause of 
which was not immediately dear. 
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Murphy arrives; 
may hold talks with

AMMAN — U.S. Assistant Secretary of 
State Richard Morphy arrived here Tuesday 
triggering speculations that a planned mee- 
ting between U.S. officials and a joint 
Jordanian- Palestinian delegation was imm- 
inent. 


However, there were uo firm 
indications Tuesday that such a 
meeting would take place within 
the next 48 hours despite the pre- 
sence in A mman of two Pal- 
estinian delegates proposed as 
members of the joint delegation.

sday night by His Majesty King 
Hussein, who returned after a visit 
to Spain Tuesday evening. 

Mr. Murphy’s unexpected arr- 
ival here on Tuesday, less than 24 
hours after a senior State Dep- 
artment official said in Was- 
hington that foe assistant sec- 
retary’s trip was aimed at further 
consultations “on how best to 
move die peace process forward," 
raised speculations that he might 
meet Palestinian representatives 
separately or go ahead with the 
planned meeting with a joint 
Jordanian-Palestinian delegation. 

Informed sources told foe Jor- 
dan Times that Fayez Abu 
Rahme, a lawyer from foe Gaza 
Strip, and Hanna Siniora. editor of 
foe Jerusalem-based Arabic lan- 
guage daily Al Fajr. arrived here 
shortly before or after Mr. Mur- 
phy’s arriyah It yos not known 
whether Mr: Murphy would meet 
Mr. Abu Rahme or Mr. Siniora. 
‘ but reports indicated the meeting 


was a possibility. 

The speculations were further i 
fuelled by a report from Israel that 
U.S. Secretary of State George 
Shultz told foe Israeli ambassador 
to Washington on Moaday that 
Mr. Murphy would also meet 
“some Palestinians'’ during his 
current visit to foe Middle East. 

Mr. Abu Rahme and Mr. Sin- 
iora are included in a list sub- 
mitted to Washington by Jordan 
and foe PLO as proposed Pal- 
estinian delegates in the joint 
Jordanian-Palestinian delegation 
for talks with foe U.S. 

Washington refuses to talk with 
the PLO until it recognises Israel 
and insists that the organisation- 
should not be included in foe pro- 
jected Amman meeting. Acc- 
ording to a Jordanian plan out- 
lined by Foreign Minister Taher 
Al Masri, the Amman meeting is 
the first step in a process that 
would later involve PLO rec- 
ognition of Israel in return for 
American acceptance of foe Pal- 
estinian people's right to self- 
determination before broader 
peace talks can start within the 
context of an international con- 
ference on foe Middle East. 

Mr. Murphy’s arrival here spa- 
rked fierce Israeli criticism of 
American plans to go ahead with 
foe planned meeting and U.S. Sec- 
retary of State George Shultz 
■ reportedly sought to placatelsrael

AMMAN (Petra) — Jordan Tue- 
sday announced it would imm- 
ediately embark on direct coo- 
rdination efforts, with other Arab 
countries to help implement res- 
olutions passed by the Casablanca 
Arab summit conference. 

This was announced by Inf- 
ormation Minister Mohammad Al 
Khatib in a statement to foe .'at- 
ari and Kuwaiti news agencies in 
Amman. 

He said Jordan was willing and 
ready to make every possible eff- 
ort to make the summit res- 
olutions meet with success, esp- 
ecially %ith regard to the task of 
foe two mediation committees 
formed to normalise relations 
among Arab states. 

With reference to the con- 
ference itself, Mr. Khatib said “it 
achieved its objectives, because it 
tackled foe main issues that foe 
Arab Nation is facing, particularly 
foe Palestine problem, foe Iran- 
Iraq war and differences that mar 
Arab relations."

Berri vows 
army after 

BEIRUT (AP) — ShTite Muslim 
leader NabihBerri pledged Tue- 
sday to “punish” the Lebanese 
army after regular soldiers unl- 
eashed a pre-dawn barrage of tank 
fire to repulse a militia attack acr- 
oss Beirut's dividing green line. 

Police said the three-hour tight 
left two militiamen killed and 
three wounded.

He raid: “We cannot back down 
on our call for replacing foe cur- 
rent - regime. 

. “Both the president and foe 


welcomes the outcome of foe 
summit and is totally satisfied 
with the atmosphere that pre- 
vailed" in the meeting and foe 
resolutions adopted by the Arab 
heads of state, the minister said. 

Mr. Khatib deaied reports 
about differences in views bet- 
ween Jordan and the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO). 

On the contrary, he said, coo- 
rdination between foe two sides 
“reached a climax during the 
summit conference, specially with 
regard to foe Feb. 1 1 Jordan-PLO 
accord that had won support and 
appreciation from the Arab lea- 
ders at the summit and considered 
as executive programme for the 
implementation of the Fez Arab 
peace plan.” 

Mr. Khatib said he considered 
the Casablanca summit as one of 
the “most successful meetings by 
Arab leaders’’ and said it achieved 
.its objectives. The convening of 
the summit is a success in itself and 
is a victory for Arab will and joint 
Arab action and proves that no

Palestinians 
escalate

OCCUPIED WEST BANK 
(Agencies) — Palestinian res- 
istance activists Tuesday threw a 
firebomb at an Israelimilitaiy veh- 
icle near foe town of Kalkafiya in 
foe latest incident in increasing 
anti-occupation activities in the 
occupied territories. 

The Israeli occupation aut- 
horities did not comment on cas- 
ualties resulting from the attack, 
but sealed off the area near foe 
attack and arrested a number of 
suspects, reports said. 

An Israeli soldier, was mean- 
while seriously injured Tuesday 
after he was stabbed in foe Cas- 
abah area in foe centre of foe occ- 
upied town of Hebron, foe reports 
said. Hebron had been under cur- 
few since Saturday when Jewish 
settlers occupied foe Ibrahimi 
Mosque in foe town and thr- 
eatened attacks against the Pal- 
estinian residents of foe town.

AMMAN (J.T.) — ffis Majesty 
King Hussein returned home Tue- 
sday after heading the Jordanian 
delegation to the extraordinary 
Arab summit in Casablanca and a 
visit to Spain after the summit con- 
ference, which concluded Friday. 

The Kong outlined to the Arab 
leaders gathered at the subunit the 
basis of the Feb. II agreement 
between Jordan and the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO) 
towards solving the Palestinian 
problem. In one of the most for- 
ceful speeches ever given by an 
Arab leader; in the context of the 
Arab-Isradi conflict, the King str- 
essed that the resolutions adapted 
at the 1982 Fez Arab summit ess- 
entially formed the basis for the 
Feb. 11 accord and urged the Arab 
leaders to support the Jordan-PLO 
move. 

During his visit to Spain, the 
King, who was accompanied by 
Prime Mhtister Zaid Rifai, Royal 
Court Chief Marwan Al Ijasem 
and Chief Chamberlain Prince 
Ra’d Ibn Zaid, held talks with 
King Juan Car Jos. 

The King was received upon arr- 
ival here Tuesday by His Royal 
Highness Crown Prince Hassan, 
His Hi ghness Prince Abdullah, 
members of the Royal Family, 
Upper House of Parliament Spe- 
aker Ahmad Al Lawzi, Lower 
House Speaker Akef Al Fayez, 
Court Minister Adnan Aba Odeh, 
Armed Forces Commander- 
in~Chfef General Sharif Zaid Ibn 
Shaker, cabinet members and 
fugb-nmkmg officials. 

His Highness Prince Moh- 
ammad and Her Highness Princess 
Taghreed ~ Mr!

AMMAN (J.T.) — Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO) Cha- 
irman Yasser Arafat and Deputy 
Prime Minister Abdul Wahab Al 
Majali held talks Tuesday in a 
meeting attended by Foreign Min- 
ister Taher Al Masri. Minister of 
Interior Hassan Ai Kayed and 
Minister of Occupied Territories 
Affairs Taher Kaoa'an. 

The talks centred on foe out- 
come of foe extraordinary Arab 
summit which concluded m Cas- 
ablanca on Friday, informed sou- 
rces said. 

Mr. Arafat arrived here late 
Monday from North Yemen, in his 
first visit to Jordan after the sum- 
mit. 

In Sana’a, the North Yemeni 
capital, foe PLO chairman held 
talks with President Ali Abdullah 
Saleh. 

According to informed sources. 
Mr. Arafat was expected to leave 
Amman late Tuesday or early 
Wednesday. 

Joint committee meets 

Meanwhile, the joint 
Jordanian-Palestinian committee 
for supporting foe steadfastness of 
the Palestinian people living in the 
Israeli occupied territories met 
Tuesday. Among foe topics dis- 
cussed was housing units for the 
Palestinians and means and req- 
uirements to maintain the Arab 
identity of Al Aqsa Mosque in 
Jerusalem. 

A statement at the end of the 
meeting said foal foe committee 
passed ‘“proper 5 ' resolutions con- 
cerning these subjects, but gave no 
details. It said that its members 
will meet later to discuss other 
subjects on foe agenda. 

The Jordanian side was led by 
Mr. Kayed and comprised min- 
isters or occupied territories aff- 
airs, foreign affairs, Awqaf and 
Islamic Affairs. 

The Palestinian side was headed 
by Khalil Al Wazir, deputy com- 
mander of Palestinian forces and 
the director of foe Occupied Ter- 
ritories Affairs Department of the 
Palestine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) and PLO Executive Com- 
mittee member Bishop Elia Kho- 
uri.

Rifai: Summit was victory for 
serious talks to solve problems

AMMAN — The prime minister, 
Mr. Zaid Rifai, has described the 
Casablanca Arab summit as a suc- 
cess and the outcome as a victory 
for the responsible dialogue that 
aims at solving Arab problems. 

“The summit was a victory for 
reasonable and responsible peo- 
ple.” foe prime minister told the 
Jordanian News Agency, Petra, 
'upon his return with His Majesty 
King Hussein from Spain on Tue- 
sday. “It can be called foe summit 
of clarity and reason. - ' 1 ' 

The prime minister said foe con- 
ference was a success on all sides. 
“The mere convening of foe con- 
ference was a success of A rab joint 
action and the nations did well to 
reject its differences and to reach a 
joint stand on Arab issues.” he 
said. 

"The conference deliberations 
and talks were a victoiy for the 
brotherly responsible dialogue, a 
dialogue that aims at solving our 
problems. The final statement of 
the summit was a victoiy for rea- 
son and responsibility. Ibis con- 
ference can be called foe con- 
ference of clarity and reason.” he 
said. 

In answer to a question, he said: 
“The conference tackled many 
important topics. In foe final sta- 
tement U pledged to clear foe 
Arab political atmosphere and 
formed committee for this pur- 
pose. The conference also voiced a 
unanimous opinion on the Iraq- 
Iran war, the situation in Lebanon 
and the refugee camps there, on 
foe Jordanian-Palestinian accord 
and on condemning all sorts of ter- 


rorism.” 

Replying to a question the 
summit’s stand towards foe Feb. 

1 1 accord, Mr. Rifai said: 

“When King Hassan (of Mor- 
occo) called for the conference 
and His Majesty King Hussein and 
PLO Chairman Yasser Arafat 
accepted the invitation, foe King 
and Mr. Arafat decided not to put 
forward foe accord to the summit 
since foe agreement is the affair of 
two Arab sides and does not war- 
rant an Arab summit to discuss, 
furthermore, the agreement had 
beea explained to foe Arab cou- 
ntries which blessed it. 

"In Casablanca, brotherly Arab 
countries expressed desire that the 
King and Mr. Arafat explain to foe 
summit the accord, its objectives, 
background and dimension and 
that was done. Based on that Jor- 
dan and foe PLO asked that the 
final statement should mention 
foe acoord as being a working plan 
or a move towards foe execution 
of Fez summit resolutions — the 
Arab peace plan — so, the final 
statement was issued. 

“The summit’s final com- 
munique included His Majesty the 
King’s and Mr. Arafat’s exp- 
lanations. As for the conference’s 
endorsement of the accord, we did 
not ask for that because we rea- 
lised that the endorsement was not 
sought for the accord itself, which 
had been blessed by all par- 
ticipants at the summit, but for the 
endorsement of the practical and 
concrete steps that stem from the 
accord. Bui as we had not reached 
this stage yet. we did not put to the 
conference any specific matter for - 
the conference’s approval or ble- 


ssing." 

Explaining the summit’s dec- 
ision to form committees to heal 
inter-Arab rifts, Mr. Rifai said: 

“The King, throughout his rei- 
gning years, had been calling for 
Arab solidarity and for removal of 
differences and for Arabs io be on 
top of all their personal or regional 
interests in order to achieve a uni- 
fied stand that restores the nations 
rights. 

"This has been and is still foe 
King’s stand. We welcome foe 
setting-up of the reconciliation 
committee between Jordan and 
Syria, and we will cooperate with 
ii sparing no effort to make its mis- 
sion a success.” 

In reply to a question-the roles 
played by various Arab delegates 
during foe conference, foe prime 
minister said: 

“We also wish and hope that 
other committees entrusted with 
tasks for Arab reconciliation face 
success as well." 

“His Majesty King Hussein's 
role was a major factor in foe suc- 
cess of foe conference. The King’s 
speech at the summit was met with 
appreciation and admiration. The 
speech was incorporated as a 
summit document. It is my duty to 
recall with great appreciation the 
role of His Majesty King Hassan 
II. the chairman of the conference. 

“I would also praise the role of 
foe Saudi Arabian delegation, led 
by Crown Prince Abdullah Ibn 
Abdul Aziz, and foe Kuwaiti del- 
egation. led by Sheikh Sabah Al 
Ahmad A I Sabah, and the Iraqi 
delegation, led by Taha Yassin 
Ramadan, and foe rest of foe del- 
egation leaders.” 


4 survivors rescued from 
Japan Air Lines wreckage 


TOKYO (Agencies) — 
Heli copter-bo me rescue teams 
rescued four survivors Tuesday 
from a wooded mountain ridge 
where a Jumbo jet crashed with' 
524 people aboard, in what app- 
ears to be foe worst single-plane 
disaster ever. 

As police suspended foe search 
for foe night at 6 p.m. (0900 
GMT), there were no signs of 
other survivors. 

The four survivors, a mother 
and daughter, another young gjrl 
and a woman, were discovered by 
more than 4,500 searchers com- 
bing debris scattered over five kil- 
ometres of remote densely- 
wooded mountains. 

The J AL flight, jammed mostly 
with holiday makers on a one- 
hour hop between Tokyo and 
Osaka. 500 kilometres away, sla- 
mmed into Mount Osutaka. 210 
kilometres northwest of Tokyo, at 
about 7 p.m. Monday. 

The disaster was a major set- 
back for Japan's proud flag car- 
rier . “It is impossible to imagine 
how this kind of incident could 
have occurred" JAL President 
Yasumoto Takagj told a press con- 
ference. 

The pilot reported trouble with 
a rear door and then said he had 
lost control of foe airliner shortly 
it disappeared from radar screens. 

Meanwhile. JAL and foe Def- 
ence Agency have received tel- 
ephone calls from extremist pol- 
itical groups claiming to have cau- 


sed an explosion on the Boeing 
747. 

But a police spokesman said: 
“We are not taking them ser- 
iously." 

Airline experts in Tokyo told 
Kyodo News Agency Monday 
night there was no suggestion of 
an explosion in the conversations 
between foe pilot and ground con- 
trol before the crash. 

Late on Tuesday a maritime 
defence vessel recovered part of 
the plane's tail assembly, emb- 
lazoned with the JAL symbol, in 
coastal waters nearly 200 kil- 
ometres southwest of the crash 
site and on the plane's course to 
Osaka. 

JAL spokesman Masaru Wat- 
anabe said that the recovered 
piece was part of a vertical sta- 
biliser, which provides essential 
control in foe tail of a plane. 

The loss of the stabiliser could 
provide investigators with foe 
cause of foe disaster and coincided 
with reports foe pilot had trouble 
controlling foe plane prior to the 
crash. 

“Without a vertical stabiliser 
you can't control an aircraft," 
Wataoabe said. 

Rescuers slithered down ropes 
,hung from helicopters and others 
trekked eight hours on foot to 
reach the crash site. Searchers 
reported finding smouldering 
wreckage and bits of bodies lit- 
tering foe fir-clad slopes. 

They also found stewardess 


Yu mi Ochiai. 26. and passengers 
Keiko Kawakami. 12. Hiroko 
Yoshizaki. 35. and her eight- 
yea r-oid daughter, Mikiko. alive 
in the battered but relatively intact 
rear section of plane. They were 
still strapped in their seats. 

All four were plucked off the 
mountain by helicopter and taken 
to hospital where officials said 
they were expected to recover 
from foeir injuries. 

“We are so grateful they are 
alive outof hundreds of people,” a 
weeping Hatsuko Yoshizaki, Mik- 
iko’s 74-year-old grandmother, 
told television interviewers. But 
she still awaited news of her hus- 
band. eldest son and youngest

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Mass kidnap raises doubts 
over Beirut airport security 


BEIRUT (R) — Beirut’s hijack-prone airport is str- 
uggling to win back international respectability, but 
the kidnapping this week of 40 Christian passengers 
has demonstrated the daunting nature of the task. 


Since 3y American passengers 
of a Trans World Airlines (TWA) 
plane were held for 17 days in Bei-* 
rut in June, a series of measures 
have been introduced to restore 
order to the troubled airport, once 
known as agate-way to foe Middle 
East. 

Baggage is carefully checked, 
militiamen who once strutted fre- 
ely through the terminal have vir- 
tually disappeared and army sol- 
diers have taken control of the 
main airport road from ShPite 
Muslim and Druze fighters. 

But airport and airlines officials 
say the seizure on Sunday of two 
bus-loads of Christians from east 
Beirut on the airport road showed 
that total security could be ach- 
ieved only by ending militia ana- 
rchy. 

“Security really depends on the 
willingness of all parties to neu- 
tralise the airport." an official of 
Lebanon's Middle East Airlines 
(MEA) told Reuters. “You can't

But the official said the inddent-

“It is really hard to know just 
how serious everyone is about 
security." he said. 

Airport officials say. however, 
that security at the terminal bui- 
lding has been much improved 
since Washington boycotted the 
airport and MEA following the 
hijacking. 

The airport had some 350 sol- 
diers and security officers before 
the hijacking, but they have been 
able to exert their authority only 
since a Syrian-backed security 
plan was implemented in west 
Beirut last month. 

The plan has not yet been ext- 
ended to the ShPite suburbs sur- 
rounding the airport, but a con- 
crete wall 12 kilometres in cir- 


cumference is being built to dose 
off its runways to would-he hij- 
ackers. 

Ahmad Cherri. an engineer 
for the company building the two 
metre-high _wall. said it would 
be Finished "by the end of next 
month, complete with watch posts 
for security guards. 

Inside the terminal, security off- 
icers who might once have allowed 
baggage on to a plane without any 
checks now search carefully thr- 
ough all luggage. 

The airporrs X-ray machines 
broke down long ago, but airport 
officials say hand checks are pro-- 
bably just as good because wea- 
pons can sometimes escape X-ray 
detection. 

According to one official, how- 
ever, the airport’s best protection 
has been the presence of a sole 
Syrian military observer sent in 
under the west Beirut security 
plan. 

“He acts as a psychological det- 
errent.. no one wants to have fri- 
ction with the Syrians because 
they know it will mean big trouble 
for them.” he said. 

Though Western nations ref- 
used to follow the United States in 
boycotting the airport, their air- 
lines have shunned Beirut since 
the hijacking. The Soviet Union's 


Aeroflot, Romania's Tarom and 
East Germany’s Interflug are the 
only foreign airlines now flying to 
-Beirut airport officials said. 

MEA Chairman Selim Sal am 
said the U.S. boycott had cost his 
airline, which expects to lose 350 
million Lebanese pounds ($20 
million) this year, its once-weekly 
flight to New York. 

Though the flight bad been los- 
ing money during the winter, Mr. 
Saiamsaid it had been expected to 
be a big profit-earner during the 
high tourist season. 

Lebanese government officials 
denounced tne U.S. boycott of 
Beirut as unjust. largely because 
the hijackers had seized the air- 
craft on leaving Athens. 

“It's like hitting your child bec- 
ause you are mad at your wife. 1 ’ 
Mr. Sal am said. 

He said resumption of flights by 
Eastern Bloc airlines was good 
“because the more airlines that 
are here, the more it will indicate 
the improvement of security ope- 
rations." 

In the meantime, the TWA 
plane stands on the runway, a 
monument to die airport's not- 
orious past. Anti-American gra- 
ffiti has been washed off the air- 
craft. but so far there has been no 
word on when the plane will go 
home. 


Khamenei 
set to win 
second term 


LONDON (R) — President Ali 
Khamenei, the 46 -year-old cle- 
rgyman who has been Iran’s head 
of state for the past four years, 
appears virtually certain to win a 
second terra in Friday's pre- 
sidential election, analysts say. 

They said the only other can- 
didates. former Trade Minister 
Habib Asgar-Owladi, 52. and 
lawyer Sayyed Mahmoud Mus- 
tafavi Kashani, 42. were little 
known and no threat to Mr. Kha- 
menei. 


'“People feel Khamenei's vic- 
tory is foregone conclusion.'’ a 
Tehran resident told Reuters by 
telephone. 

Mr. Khamenei was elected third 
president of the Islamic Republic 
in .198-1 with l-6million of the 16.8 
million votes cast. 

Iranians have been urged to 
vote to show support for the six- 


year-old republic led by spiritual 
lead 


leader Ayatollah Ruhollah Kho- 
meini. 


The Council of Guardians, 
which vets candidates, vetoed 47 
people who applied for nom- 
ination. They included former 
Prime Minister Mebdi Bazargan, 
apparently rejected on the gro- 
unds that he did not believe in cle- 
rical rule. 

Mr. Bazargan, whose Freedom 
Movement is the only legal opp- 
osition party, also incurred offiaai 
displeasure by calling for an end to 
the war with Iraq, which began in 
1980. 


Tu rkish Cypriots find changes in U.N. plan 


ANKARA (R) — The Turkish 
Cypriots' reply to the latest UN. 
peace plan for the island argues 
that major changes have been 
made to a draft agreement which 
they accepted in January, dip-, 
lomatic sources said Tuesday. 


The sources said it was neither 
an acceptance nor a rejection of 
Secretary-General Javier Perez de 
Cuellar’s latest bid to establish a 
Federal Republic of Cyprus bet- 
ween die divided ethnic Greek 
and Turkish communities. 


The reply was handed to Mr. 
Perez de Cuellar’s acting rep- 
resentative on the island, James 
Holger. last week. 

What Mr. Perez de Cuellar had 
indicated were cosmetic changes 
in fact breached principles acc- 
epted earlier, the sources said. 
These included equal status of die 
two communities, bizonality — 
meaning separate zones, security 
and equal and effective par- 
ticipation in the executive and leg- 
islature. 

Citing an example, they said 


that a provision in Mr. Perez de 
Cuellar’s earlier document that 
any powers not specifically all- 
ocated to the central government 
would go to the federal states had 
been left out of the revised ver- 
sion. 

Mr. Perez de Cuellar proposed 
to deal with this and some major 
security issues in a subsequent sta- 
tement, an idea which the Turkish 
Cypriots oppose because of the 
possibility it opens for later dif- 
ferences of interpretation, the 
sources said.

should cooperate to provide 
education for all in order that the 
government's efforts to develop 
the country economically and soc- 
ially can succeed. 

In an address to 30 women tak- 
ing pan in a course on ways to 
combat illiteracy in Jordan. Mr. 
Majali said that the Ministry of 
Education is working relentlessly 
towards providingall citizens with 
basic education. The ministry, he 
said, has been providing com- 
pulsory education for all children 
until the third preparatory class, 
opening evening classes for adults 
and illiterate people in all regions 
and is continuously improving 
education methods and syllabi to 
achieve aspired goals. 

Illiteracy is the most disturbing 
. element of backwardness and one 
that presents major problems to 


many developing nations, the min- 
ister said. He said that in Jordan 
the number of illiterate women is 
higher than illiterate men and 
added that- this training course is 
designed to help women eradicate 
illiteracy among women.

Majali announces overall pass rate of 
88.4% for secondary admission exam

AMMAN — Deputy Prime Min- 
ister and Minister of Education 
Abdul Wahhab Al Majali Tue- 
sday announced that 88.4 per cent 
of the 69.578 students from both 
banks of Jordan passed foe 
newly-introduced secondary sch- 
ool examination for foe scholastic 
year 1 984/1 985. The pass rate for 
female students was 92.1 per cent 
and the pass rate for male students 
was 85.5 per cent, he said. 

Speaking at a press conference 
held at foe Ministry of Education, 
the minister said that 47,059 stu- 
dents from the East Bank schools 
passed the examination out of a 
total of 53,234 students and 
14.928 students from *!.. ***:- 
upied West Bank passed the exa- 
mination out of 16.444 enrolled 
students. 

The exam, which was re- 
introduced by foe government and 
endorsed by both the Upper and 
Lower Houses of Parliament, req- 
uired students to pass an entrance 
examination in order to be eligible 
'for secondary academic courses. 

Former -Minister of Education 
Hikmat Al Saket earlier said that 
foe examination aims to' achieve 
justice among students and to link 
education with the development 
needs of Jordan. 

Mr. Majali refuted allegations 
aired by a number of local edu- 
cationalists that the. ministry app- 
roved the examination to cover up 
for the deficit of places in gov- 
ernment secondary academic and 
vocational schools. “There is a 
seat awaiting each student who 
passed the secondary entrance 
exam. In addition, foe ministry bas 
allocated 38,000 seats for sec- 
ondary academic education and 
between 14.000 to 15,000 seats 
for vocational academic education 
and this number of allocated seats 
exceeds the number of students 
who enrolled to undertake the 
exam," foe minister stressed. ,

ARAB DIPLOMATIC circles have displayed deep interest in the

Only one in five South Africans is 
white. 

Since 1974, the assembly has 
granted UN. observer status to 
two organisations bent on ove- 
rthrowing “racist minority reg- 
ime.” as fire South African gov- 
ernment is referred to in assembly 
resolutions. 

A half-million dollars a year are 
paid out of the regular UN. bud- 
get to enable the African National 
Congress and the Pan-Africanist 
Congress of Azania to maintain 
observer offices in New York. 
Both anti-apartheid groups are 
outlawed in South Africa. 

An 18-nation special com- 
mittee against apartheid, est- 
ablished by the assembly in 1962, 
is spearheading the worldwide 


pressure campaign. Chaired by 
Nigeria, the committee is com- 
posed of “Third World” and Sov- 
iet bloc states. Most of its biennial 
budget of SI. 18 million is ear- 
marked for travel by delegates and 
staff members to various con- 
ference and capitals to encourage 
worldwide isolation of South Afr- 
ica.

It also 
is helping to promote the ass- 
embly’s nonbinding cultural and 
sports boycotts of South Africa. 

South Africa's UN. mission est- 


imates chat the world body spends 
more than $40 million annuall y on 


its campaign and support activities 
for anti-apartheid movements. 
Challenging this figure, U.N. spo- 


kesmariToe Sills said it was based, 
in part, on “assumptions” of how 
nm& time various bodies devote 
to South Africa. The United Nat- 
ions, be said, makes no com- 
parable cost analyses. 

In retaliation for its 1974 sus- 
pension from the assembly. South 
Africa has withheld its UN. dues 
ever siooe and is now $24.5 mil- 
lion in Arrears. » 

Western vetoes have blocked 
the Security Council *— the only 
body so empowered by the -U.N. 
Charter — from expelling South 
Africa from the United Nations. 

Consequently, South African 
delegates continue to be invited to 
address Security Council debates- 
on Southern Africa and to meet 
with UN. officials, including the 
secretary-general. 

Other than Israel, no country 
has so preoccupied die world body 
in its 40-year histoiy. By South 
African count, it was attacked at 
61 of 107 General Assembly ple- 
nary meetings last year. 

“There is a longstanding pre- 


cedent of United Nations' illegal 
involvement in the internal sit- 
uation of South Africa," South 
African U.N. Ambassador Kurt 
Von Schimding, said in an int- 
erview. “With the automatic maj- 
ority .... there is very little you can 
.do. 

“Automatic majority” is a 
catchphrase for the combined 
“third world” and Soviet bloc, 
which coalesces on condemnation 
of South Africa and Israel. 

Even the United States, which 
often is assailed here as South Afr- 
ica's “protector.’' has sanctioned 
at least limited U.N. interference 
by joining in condemnation of the 
country’s racial policies, going 
along with the U.N. Security Cou- 
ncil's voluntary aims embargo of 
1963 and by voting for a man- 
■datory arms ban in 1977. 

Foes of apartheid say that U.N. 
involvement is justified because 
they regard South Africa's gov- 
ernment as unrepresentative and 
illegal and main min that apartheid 
violates the universal declaration 


of human rights and poses “a 
grave menace to international 
peace and security.” 

The General Assembly has 
gone so far as to declare apartheid 
a “crime against humanity'' — 
placing it in the same category as 
genocide. 

The U.N. Office of Legal Aff- 
airs, after declining to speak to a 
reporter directly on what ft reg- 
arded as a delicate issue, toot 
three days to prepare a statement 
saying. “It is now generally rec- 
ognised that human rights que- 
stions are items of legitimate int- 
ernational concern and thaL 
under current international law, 
mass or other violations of human 
rights are not matters which come 
solely within the domestic jur- 
isdiction of any state. 1 ’ 


Therefore, it “would now app- 
ear” that South Africa's racial pol- 
icies cannot be excluded from 
U.N. consideration under the cha- 
rter’s non-interference clause, the 
statement said. 


THE Public Security Department director has ordered the 
opening of an ombudsman office at the department to receive 
and investigate complaints by the public about abuses of Hie 
law and irresponsible behaviour by a number Of policemen. 

Perhaps an admission on the part of the authorities that 
abases do exist motivated the idea of the ombudsman office 
which in torn, reflects the Public Security Department’s det- 
ermination to introduce reforms and improvements. No doubt, 
the whole idea of reform and r aisin g the standard of police 
work and efficiency was infused into the department by His 
Majesty King Hussein who called on its director Lt.-Gen. 
Abdul Hadi Al Majali soon after his appointment to die post 
last month. 

The King then requested that the department introduce 
measures to raise the standard of the offers’ skills and per- 
formance with a view to improving the services offered to 
citizens. King Hussein also promised that the department will 
have all that it requires of equipment and facilities to introduce 
these reforms and improvements. 

The new office was deemed necessary in view of instances 
reflecting ill-behaviour by police officers and irresponsible and 
reckless xnzzns in handling matters of concern to members of 
the public. 

The new office will no doubt serve as a deterrent to police 
officers in the future and would dissuade many of them from 
committing any abases. 

But itmnst also be said that the public should shoulder a part 
of the responsibility in making the police department succeed 
in its work. What is required from the members of the public is 
reasonable behaviour and reasonable complaints and also coo- 
peration with the police officers whose ultimate objective is to 
safeguard national interest and help maintain the stability and 
security Jordan has been enjoying for years. 


Scientists campaign to keep W. Germany out of ‘ Star Wars’

BONN — An alliance of West 
German scientists has launched an 
unprecedented public campaign 


to keep the country out of Pre- 
sident Reagan’s “Star Wars” res- 
earch and urge their colleagues to 
boycott any work on the pro- 
gramme. 

Aided by publicity from the 
mam weekly magazines, the group 


is relying less on well-worn rhe- 
toric about the danger of the arms 
race than on detailed arguments 
that the project cannot work and is 
a waste of money and resources. 

Physicist Werner Buckel. one of 
the chief organisers, says more 


than 13.000 scientists have alr- 
eady signed a declaration dep- 
loring the Strategic Defence Ini- 
tiative (SD1) and pledged they mil 
refuse to carry out research for ft. 

But at a press conference in 
Bonn he acknowledged that sup-

port so far had come exclusively 
from universities and state ins- 
titutes and not from the major 
high-technology concerns most 
likely to be directly involved in 
any West German work for SDL 

The group's diief aim is to mob- 
ilise public opinion against Mr. 
Reagan's project before (he Bonn 
government decides in the autumn 
whether to sign a framework agr- 
eement with the U.S. backing par- 
ticipation by West German firms. 

Its greatest success so far has 
been to secure the signatures of 
sports and showbusiness stars and 
top-ranking opposition pol- 
iticians, including former Cha- 
ncellor Willy Brandt, to an appeal 
ro Bonnio stay well dear of SDI. 

The appeal demanded that the 
government both block any kind 
of West German role in Mr. Rea- 
gan’s research and go on the off- 
ensive to lobby for strict East- 
West accords barring the dep- 
loyment of weapons systems in 
space. 

The scientists had already sei- 
zed public attention with major 
articles in the popular left-leaning 
magazines Stem and Der Spiegel, 
which have both branded SDI a 
threat to peace. 

Hans-Peter Duerr. director of 
the Werner Heisenberg Physics . 
Institute in Munich and the most 
prominent expert critic of Star 
Wars, was given 10 pages in Der 
Spiegel to put his case that a mis- 
sile shield as envisaged by Mr. 
Reagan was not feasible. 


but played down the political asp- 
ect of their case to present arg- 
uments on research priorities 
which arc much more likely to 
hold sway in Bonn. 

Dr. Buckel said participation of 
West German firms in the project 
would divert money and human 
resources from civilian research 
and that U.S. secrecy restraints 
would prevent them using their 
findings in other fields. 

The West German government 
has said ft favours participation by 
German oompanies in principle 
but insists on guarantees they 
would be able to apply their res- 
earch results elsewhere. 

UJS. officials have made clear' 
they are eager for several West 
German firms to join in SDI as 
they are among world leaders in 
areas sudi as lasers and light sen- 
sors. But so far they have avoided 
the sticky subject of technology 
transfers.

NICOSIA — Cyprus is still hau- 
nted by the fate of about 2,400 
people missing since fighting bet- 
ween Greek and Turkish Cypriots 
ended 1 1 years ago. 

Turkish Cypriots say about 800 
of their people disappeared, many 
of them during inter-communal 
strife that erupted in 1963. A 
pan-Cyprian committee says 
J-.6J9 Greek Cypriots, mostly 
men, went missing during the 
i 1974 Turkish invasion. 

Many relatives speak of nig- 
! htmares. depression and guilt fee- 
I lings as they cling to hopes that 
their loved ones are alive. A 
Greek Cypriot was jailed in May 
for shooting a man who told him to 
give up hope for his son. 

Cyprus has remained split into 
the Turkish Cypriot north and the 
Greek Cypriot south since the 
1974 invasion, which followed a 
coup engineered by the military 
junta then oiling Greece. 


Because of chaos al the time, it 
remains a mystery whether many 
of the missing Greek Cypriots 
were killed or taken prisoner in 
the coup, as Turkish Cypriots 
claim, or during the invasion, as 


Greek Cypriots believe. 
Greek Cypriot psychiz 


Greek Cypriot psychiatrist Dr. 
Takis Evdokas says the lingering 
uncertainty has caused serious 
psychological problems for many 
relatives, who complain of nig- 
htmares and suffer delusions. 

Children of missing men often 
receive conflicting signals from 
their mothers, who dress in black 
to mourn the loss of their hus- 
bands but tell offspring never to 
give up hope that their fathers are 
still alive. Dr. Evdokas said. 

The Reverend Christoforos 
Chris to forou, leader of the Pan- 
Cyprian Committee of Relatives 
of Missing Persons, says: “It is still 
a very sensitive situation." 

Reports issued by the Int- 
ernational Committee of the Red 
Cross and the -United Nations 
. have said that some missing Greek 


Cypriots were captured by Tur- 
kish troops and transferred to 
Turkey, but that their fates were 
'unknown. 

“In most of these cases, these 
people have given evidence they 
were still alive months, sometimes 
even years after they went mis- 
sing,” Rev. Oiristoforou said. 

What we want is concrete ans- 
wers on whether they are alive or 
dead. Just tell us on each case what 
has happened,” he said. 

. Oguz Veli, spokesman for a 
.missing persons group in the 
north, says about 800 Turkish 
Cypriots are unaccounted for, 
most of them since the 1 963 int- 
eroommunal strife. 

Mr. Veli said his brother was- 
among 39 Turkish Cypriots rou- 
nded up that year by Greek Cyp- 
riot police and never seen again. 
“We know they were massacred. 
We have accepted they are dead. 
All we want is to know where their 
graves are,” he said.

Spokesmen for most major 
firms ridiculed this argument and 
some said their researchers were 
excited at the prospect of inv- 
olvement in a new technology 
thrust. 

One senior official, who asked 
not to be identified, wrote off the 
scientists’s anti-SDI lobby as a 
“bunch of malcontents who arc 
simply afraid that money will be 
channelled away from abstract 
research into areas where it really 
matters." 


“It’s impossible for these peo- 
ple to overcome this conflict as 
long as the state holds out the pos- 
sibility that their fathers or sons or 
brothers are stSi alive," he added.

‘Rainbow Warrior’ bombs boost ‘Greenpeace’ We wrlte ln peace and ,ove

AUCKLAND, New Zealand — 
Two bombs that sank the Gre- 
enpeace flagship Rainbow War- 
rior in Auckland harbour a month 
ago have prompted a new surge of 
support for the campaigning env-' 
iron mental group. 

Once the pride of the pro- 
testers, Rainbow Warrior is now a 
tom and mastless hulk. 

Police and environmentalists 
say they know little about the mot- 
ives of the saboteurs who planted 
the bombs on the ship, which was 
to have led a “peace fleet” to the 
French nuclear test site at Mur- 
uroa Atoll in the South Pacific. 

And although French President 
Francois Mitterrand has set up an 
investigation to see if any French 
government agency was involved. 
New Zealand Prime Minister 
David Lange said Friday there was 
no evidence the Frendi gov- 
. emment was implicated. 

But whatever the motive for the 
bombs, the result has been a rush 
of cash and support for the Gre- 
enpeace Movement and a ren- 
ewed pledge by many activists to 
continue their campaigns. 

“The support that has come in 
has strengthened our views and 


ourcommitmeat." Rainbow War- 
rior’s chief engineer, Yor- 
kshireman Davey Edwards, told 
Reuters. 

Peter Willcox,.. a 32-year-old 
New Yorker who was to have led, 
the fleet, also rejects suggestions 
that it may be time to quiL 

Mr. Willcox will still sail to the. 
test zone in French. Polynesia, but 
has signed on as navigator and 
radio operator on the Vega — a 
Greenpeace-owned ketch that 
will now lead the Cockleshell pro- 
test fleet 

The first protest vessel, a flat- 
bottomed ship named Alliance, 
set safl at the weekend. 

In the weeks since the two 
bombs packed with about 20 kil- 
ogrammes of high explosive tore 
holes in Rainbow Warrior’s hull 
and killed Greenpeace pho- 
tographer Fernando Pereira, ihe 
organisation’s New Zealand office 
has been a frenzy of activity. 

“The mail has quadrupled,” 
organiser Susan-Jane Owen says. 
“Money and messages of sym- 
pathy have just beat flooding in.... 
We've had donations from com- 
panies, school children and mem- 
bers of parliament... it’s jerked 
people out of their apathy.” 

Support for Greenpeace has 
carried over into support for foe 


J 00-man police probe, big by New 
Zealand standards, into foe first 
crime with international terrorist 
overtones to hit this isolated cou- 
ntry.

INTERNATIONAL terrorism b 
again the topic of die day. Air hij- 
acking, die taking of hostages, 
murder, the planting of explosives 
into means of transportation, att- 
acks cm diplomatic missio ns and. 
staff — these are only some of the 
forms of a growing practice of ter- 
rorism. Virtually no country in the 
world is immune to ihis problem. 
Taking different forms and ins- 
pired by different motives, int- 
ernational terrorism does not 
spare any socio-political system or ■ 
any region of the world. Modem 
means of transportation make it 
poss foie for a terrorist action to be 
started in one place, to be con- 
tinued in another and to be ter- 
minated in yet another place. 
More than one state and often 
more than one continent may be 
involved. People of different nat- 
ionalities may be responsible for a 
terrorist action, and states bel- 
onging to different political gro- 
upings and even states which are 
in a state of war or open hostilities 
may find themselves working tog- 
ether, directly or indirectly, to 

g revent an act of terrorism from 
eing carried out to the end or 
from having adverse con- 
sequences. 

The Internationa] community, 
the U.N. in particular, has con- 
cerned itself with the problem of 
international terrorism for' some 
time now. And while there is still 
no international convention which 
would define the rights and duties 
of states with regard to terrorism 
in an integral and comprehensive 
manner, there are quite a few 
which deal with specific aspects of 
terrorist activity. Thus, for exa- 
mple, at its 28th session, the UN. 
Genera] Assembly adopted by 
consensus an International Con- 
vention on the prevention and 
punishment of crimes against per- 
sons enjoying international pro- 
tection including diplomatic staff. 
This Convention offers protection 
to heads of state or government 
ministers of foreign affairs, official 
representatives and employees of 
states and inter-governmental 
organisations and members of 
their families when on the ter- 


ritory of a foreign state. Murder, 
kidnapping and any other assault, 
against the personal integrity or 
freedom of these people or against 
their official premises, home or 
means of transmutation as well as 
a sheer threat to, or an attempt or. 
involvement in an attack on them 
is considered as a c riminal offence 
punishable according to the law of 
each signatory-state. States have 
also undertaken to cooperate in 
the prevention of crimes against 
internationally-protected per- 
sons, to exchange information and 
extend legal assistance. 

Although it talks about pre- 
vention, the convention does not 
specify what preventive measures 
are in question. A step forward in 
this direction was taken with the 
adoption of the convention aga- 
inst the taking of hostages (by con- 
sensus at the 34th session of the 
UN. General Assembly). At the 
proposal of the Yugoslav del- 
egation, article 4 of this con- 
vention lays down the duty of sta- 
tes to take all practicable mea- 
sures to prevent preparations 
being carried out on their territory 
for the execution of such criminal 
offences on or outside their ter- 
ritory, including measures ban- 
ning the conduct on their territory 
of unlawful activity by persons, 
groups or organisations which 
encourage, instigate, organise or 
engage in the taking of hostages. 
.This provision was a subject of 
.extensive debate in the ad hoc 
committee for foe drafting of foe 
Convention. The Western cou- 
ntries had at first been opposed to 
this proposal of foe Yugoslav del- 
egation, arguing that it was at var- 
iance with their legal systems, that 
its application could mean a. res- 
tricting of democray and personal 
freedoms, that it curtailed foe 
right to private association and 
organisation, and similar. Thr- 
ough foe cogaccy of its own arg- 
uments the Yugoslav delegation 
was able to remove all such dou- 
bts. It indicated foe importance of 
preventive measures in com- 
batting international terrorism- 
and foe dangers concealed in an 
interpretation of democracy 
which allowed organised terrorist 
activity, ite.. which gave ind- 


ividuals, groups and organisations 
foe right to prepare terrorist acts 
unhindered. The Yugoslav rep- 
resentatives recalled that pre- 
parations and association in foe 
am of carrying out a terrorist deed 
was punishable in all legal sys- 
tems, and that there was no valid 
reason not to indude foe relevant 
provision into foe convention. 
After the provision concerning foe 
prevention of foe preparation of a 
criminal act tty individuals, groups 
and organisations was accepted 
and introduced into foe con- 
vention against foe taking of hos- 
tages, similar provisions were ent- 
ered, into foe recommendations 
for combatting terrorism (adopted 
in foe Committee on Terrorism in 
1979 aid confirmed by consensus 
at foe 26th session of foe UN. 
Genera] Assembly in 1981), into 
the resolution providing for con- 
sideration of effective measures to 
advance foe protection, security' 
and safety of diplomatic and con- 
sular missions and representatives 
(adopted and confirmed by con- 
sensus at all General Assembly 
sessions since 1980), and into foe 
dosing document of foe Madrid 
follow-up to foe Conference on 
Security and Cooperation in Eur- 
ope. The ban on foe activity of 
groups and organisations eng- 
aging in foe preparation of acts of 
terrorism thus acquired full “right 
of citizenship” in foe section of 
international law relating to foe 
camp ai gn against terrorism. 

The growing practice of air hij- 
acking and taking of hostages has 
actuals ed foe convention against 
foe taking of hostages.'In addition . 
to artide 4 concerning preventive 
measures, the convention contains 
a number of provisions which are 
new compared to earlier int- 
ernational regulations. The con- 
vention leaves no scope for the 
perpetrators of foe act of taking 
hostages going unpunished. It de- 
arly .states (Artide 12) that this 
convention (in peacetime) or the 
1949 Geneva Conventions and 
supplementary protocols (at a 
time of armed conflict) shall apply 
to foe act of talcing hostages. At 
the same time, this artide removes 
foe ambiguity over foe treatment 
of liberation movements as parties 


involved in foe conflict to which 
foe Geneva Conventions likewise 
apply, as precisely defined in foe 
protocols to foe 1949 Geneva 
Conventions invoked by Artide 
12 of foe Convention against foe 
taking of hostages. 

The convention takes special 
account of foe protection of foe 
life and health of foe hostages. 
Artide 3, paragraph 1, states that 
foe member-state on whose ter- 
ritory foe person who has com- 
mitted a criminal deed is holding a 
hostage shall undertake all mea- t 
seres it deems necessary in order* 
to facilitate foe position of the hos-. 
tage and, especially, in order to 
secure his or her release or, if nec- 
essary, to facilitate his or her ret- 
urn upon release. Although the 
majority of UN. member-states 
have repeateldy stated that they 
will not negotiate with foe abd- 
uctors, concern for the hostages 
; and their safe release has regularly 
received priority. 

Yet another provision of foe 
convention merits special att- 
ention because of its specificness. 
This is Artide 14 which states that 
no single provision of this con- 
vention may be interpreted in a 
manner such as would justify the 
violation of the territorial integrity 
or political independence of a 
state contrary to foe Charter of the 
United Nations. The authors of 
this provision were foe non- 
aligned member-countries of foe 
ad hoc committee for drafting foe 
convention, and in foe working 
draft they called it foe “Entebe 
clause”. Since foe preliminary 
draff was proposed in foe wake of 
foe events at Entebe airport where 
Israel, in an armed action, had 
freed its citizens and other pas- 
sengers of a hijacked airliner who 
were being held hostage in vio- 
lation of foe sovereignty and ter- 
ritorial integrity of Uganda, foe 
non-aligned countries wished to 
emphasise that apart from foe 
condemnation of foe act of taking 
hostages, i.e., apart from foe pro- 
tection of foe lives and health of 
foe hostages, it was most imp- 
ortant to respect foe sovereignty 
and territorial integrity erf states as 
otherwise tragic consequences 
: might arise for foe hostages and in 


broader terms, for international 
peace and security. Past practice 
has proved foe wisdom of this pro- 
vision. 

Besides foe mentioned con- 
ventions (protection of diplomats 
and hostages) the United Nations 
has adopted a number of res- 
olutions, declarations, rec- 
ommendations and other acts 
which, together, provide a legal 
framework for combatting ter- 
rorism. Mention should also be 
made of three conventions ado- 
.pted by foe International CSvQ 
Aviation Organisation: foe 1963 
Tokyo Convention concerning 
crimes and other acts committed 
on board a plane, the 1970 Hague 
Convention concerning foe sus- 
pressiofl of unlawful seizure of 
planes, and foe 1971 Montreal 
Convention concerning the sup- 
pression of unlawful acts against 
foe security of civil aviation traffic. 
The three conventions com- 
plement one imofoer, and, so, to 
speak, keep abreast of the dev- 
elopment of foe “technique of air 
hijacking'’ and methods of end- 
angering air traffic. Taken tog- 
ether, they cover in large measure 
nearly all questions connected 
with air hijadring, endangering of 
air traffic, jeopardising the lives of 
passengers, and damage to and 
destruction of airplanes. 

The struggle against terrorism 
has been a subject of con- 
sideration in various regional org- 
anisations, i.e., at regional con- 
ferences. As a result two regional 
conventions on terrorism have 
been concluded: foe Washington 
Convention, adopted by the Org- 
anisation of American States, and 
the Strasbourg Convention, ado- 
pted by foe European parliament. 
The Helsinki Final Act, too, con- 
tains a provision on terrorism, 
which was amplified at the Madrid 
conference. Under this document, 
the states participating in foe Con- 
ference on Security and Coo- 
peration in Europe have und- 
ertaken to combat international 
terrorism on joint foundations. 
Special emphasis is laid on pre- 
ventive measures. 

As can be seen, although there 
is no single convention covering 
all forms of terrorism, the existing 


legal norms provide a sufficiently 
adequate legal framwork for the 
international community to be 
able to cope more effectively with 
international terrorism. Obv- 
iously, foe problem lies elsewhere. 

To put it in a nutshell, the pro- 
blem may well be in that the nec- 
essary preventive measures are 
not being taken and in that the 
problem of international ter- 
rorism is being approached with 
too much political opportunism 
(foe policy of double standards). 
Nevertheless, the problem of ter- 
rorism must be viewed through 
the prism of overall relations m 
foe world, since it is essentially, a 
product of those very same rel- 
ations. The non-aligned countries, 
.which have been actively involved 
in the drawing up of legal ins- 
truments of combatting terrorism, 
.have repeatedly pointed ouththe 
need that foe international com- 
munity come to grips with foe 
generators of terrorism, with its 
underlying causes. At a session of 
foe U.N. Committee on Terrorism 
inApril 1979, foe group of non- 
aligned and developing countries 
offered its vision of foe causes of 
terrorism, emphasising that state 
terrorism posed foe greatest dan- 
ger of aD to human life, peace and 
security in the world. The root- 
cause of state terrorism lies in foe 
conduct of particular states, as 
manifested in colonialism, racism, 
aggression, foreign occupation, 
intervention, interference in foe 
internal affairs of other states, 
economic exploitation and other 
practices. One might also include 
among foe causes of terrorism, 
psycho-medical factors of ind- 
ividuals, groups and org- 
anisations, which instigate them to 
resort to terrorist methods. 

' More recently, in foe wake of 
various terrorist acts, a number of 
new initiatives have been adv- 
anced for engaging the United 
Nations in a concrete campaign 
against terrorism. U.N. member- 
states are asked to refrain from a 
confrontation in defining state ter- 
rorism. Instead of that, measures 
should be adopted on supervising 
the supply of arms to terrorists, 
internationally valid standards for 
foe protection of airports should 


be formulated and provision sho- 
uld be made for the presence of 
security officers on board air- 
liners, etc. 

We could agree that to com- 
plement and amplify the existing 
legal instruments might be a good 
and useful thing to do. The U.N. 
General Assembly could adopt by 
consensus a convention on ter- 
rorism once more, or supplement 
existing ones. But would that eli- 
minate the problem of int- 
ernational terrorism? 

The mere adoption of new ins- 
truments would not suffice for any 
real progress. That would require 
a change of conduct in the case of 
certain countries. One cannot 
expect to see an effective struggle 
waged against international ter- 
rorism in one part of the world 
while terrorist groups and foe pra- 
ctice of terror over innocent peo- 
ple are encouraged and financed 
in a different part of it. One cannot 
expect the embassies of one's, own 
country being safe in other cou- 
ntries while allowing the emb- 
assies of other countries to be rep- 
eatedly molested and attacked. 
Galls for concrete ways of fighting ’ 
terrorism will be of no effect if 
politicians, anxious to secure 
votes, are allowed to flirt with var- 
ious fascist organisations from 
which criminals and terrorists are 
recruited. How can the appeal for 
combatting terrorism betaken ser- 
iously if. contrary to foe obligation 
assumed under international con- 
ventions and other legal and pol- 
itical acts, terrorist organisations 
are allowed to register and ope-- 
rate? 

Some countries offer drastic 
'examples in this sense. In Sweden, 
for example, foe former con- 
servative leader and ex-minister 
of justice have signed an appeal 
for pardoning the murderer of foe 
Yugoslav ambassador to that cou- 
ntry, Vladimir Rolovic, while the 
‘murderer's lawyer claims foe kil- 
ling of foe ambassdor was not an 
act of terrorism, and invokes Swe- 
den's “democratic regulations” 
So, we sec an old story repeated — 
“democratic regulations” protect 
terrorists and killers, while foe vic- 
tims are supposed to understand 
-these “democratic regulators”. 


To the same extent to which this 
line of reasoning has nothing to do 
with democracy, it has none jvith 
law either. A lawyer should know 
this much. We can only hope that a 
country which sponsored the pro- 
posal for foe drafting of a con- 
vention against the taking of hos- 
tages and foe resolution con- 
cerning foe protection of dip- 
lomats, which signed the Helsinki 
Final Act and was an active par- 
tiepant in foe Madrid follow-up to 
foe CSCE at which it undertook to 
fight to prevent terrorism and to 
punish severely the perpetrators 
of terrorist deeds will adhere to its 
publicly assumed obligations. 

Although terrorism is a major 
international evil claiming a large 
number of human lives, its con- 
sequences are nevertheless sma- 
ller than are foe consequences of 
the famine crisis in a large part of 
the world, of aggression, foreign 
occupation, subversive activity, 
military intervention and similar, 
adverse practics. However, this 
does not mean that rate should not 
fight against it or that one should 
wait that other problems be set- 
tled first, i.e., that foe evils cla- 
iming more victims be eliminated 
first. Indeed, as early as tomorrow 
we could be faced with a new form 
of terrorism, atomic terrorism, 
which would not stop at individual 
human lives. 

The international community 
must launch an energetic cam- 
paign against terrorism. This it will 
be able to do only if all states con- 
sistently adhere to foe legal acts 
they have helped to draw up and 
have accepted, if they take foe 
same aproach to all forms of ter- 
rorism. if they energetically apply 
preventive measures, if they ref- 
rain from flirting with terrorists 
who threaten those that do not 
share their political views, if they 
do not assist, instigate or finance 
their terrorist or subversive act- 
ivities. He who wants to live in 
peace and security must recognise 
foe same right to others. It must be 
understood that peace and sec- 
urity are universal, that no islands 
of peace can survive for long while 
the rest of foe world is in turmoil 
— Review of International Aff- 
airs, Belgrade. 


At 59, Castro leads a Latin American ‘default’ drive

HAVANA — Cuban leader Fidel 
Castro, only '32 when fop ijev- 
elution be l erf triumphed in.1959..! 
' is now a. dynamic elder statesman, 
who Tuesday marked his 59tJi bir- 
thday during a drive, to strengthen 
relations with other Latin Ame- 
rican nations. 

The famous beard is flecked 
wi(h grey, but those who have 
observed him recently say he still 
enjoys foe prodigious energy and 
acuity that enables him to make 
three-hour televised speeches. 

Mr. Castro has been a political 
rebel since his university days, 
when he became convinced that 
socialism was the solution for 
Cuba's social and economic pro- 
blems. 

From a prison cell in 19S4 he 


wrote: “With what joy I would 
revolutionise this country from 
top to bottom.” Not even his ene- 
mies, deny he has fulfDled that 

dream. ’ 

- In'ihe same letter he said" He? 
would be prepared “to incur- foe 
hatred and ill-will of ... relatives, 
half my friends, two-thirds of my 
colleagues and four-fifths of my 
old college mates”- It is likely he 
succeeded in that too. 

The man whose reputation as a 
fearless guerrilla fighter and cru- 
sading political leader makes him 
a living legend to many still lashes 
out against the revolution's nem- 
esis 90 miles to foe north — foe 
United States. 

Diplomats here say Dr. Castro’s ‘ 
hopes for detente with the United 
. States have turned to scepticism 
that any improvement with Was- 
hington can be achieved during 


the remainder of foe Reagan adm- 
inistration. 

According to some of these dip- 
lomats, Dr. Castro has turned his 
back -on foe United - States and is 
striving, with some success, to str- 
engthen Cuba’s relations with 
other Latin American natrons. 

Cuba’s strong support for Arg- 
entina during its war with Britain 
over foe Falkland Islands helped 
■win it prestige among many Latin 
Americans. 

Dr. Castro’s present campaign 
for cancellation of the $360bQlion 
Latin American and Caribbean 
foreign debt has also appealed to 
many Latin Americans, though 
few governments agree with such 
a radical solution. 

His private life has become a 
guessing game for foreign dip- 
lomats,' 'journalists and bio- 
graphers. It is known he married 


in 1 948, had a son in 1949 and was 
later divorced. His son, “Fid- 
elito”, is now foe respected dir- 
ector of Cuba’s atomic energy 
commission. 

Dr. Castro, according to those 
who have known him or studied 
his speeches, is a man of many 
parts who is still teaming. 

• Visiting U.S. congressmen have 
found he has a prodigious memory 
and expertise in agronomy, med-. 
icine, economics, nutrition, fish 
breeding and skin diving. 

He holds a doctorate in law and 
had almost completed another in 
social sciences when politics int- 
errupted his studies. 

A leading Cuban physician said 
recently that Dr. Castro is now 
studying medicine and has com- 
pleted the equivalent of four years 
of credits.

British government’s resistance for sanctions is not surprising 


Catholic Church is 
at odds with Nairobi 
over birth control 


With British investment in South Africa ai around £11 billion ($75.6 
billion), government resistance to calls for sanctions is not surprising. 
Michael Holman in London and Jim Jones in Johannesburg examine 
the interests at risk. 


FOR THE first time since South 
Africa’s National Party took 
power in 1948 the prospect of . 
economic sanctions against the 
republic is likely rather than imp- 
robable. with the U.S. and France 
leading the way. But were such a 
drastic step to be taken, Britain 
has more to lose than anyone. 

Mrs. Margaret Thatcher. Bri- 
tain’s prime minister, has declared 
unequivocally that she will not 
countenance any such measures. 
But Mr. Neil Kinnock. leader of 
the Labour Party, had made it 
equally plain that he will. 

At stake are British investment 
in South Africa, direct and ind- 
irect. worth some £J 1 billion ($ 
15.6 billion) and an export market ' 
last, year of £1 .2 billion. 

Mr. John Me Juiggan. director 
of the United Kingdom South Afr- 
ica Trade Association (Uksata). 
hammers home the extent of foe 
ties: “It is Britain’s 12th largest 
export market, represents bet- 
ween seven per cent and 10 per 
cent of total overseas investment, 
and some 400 groups quoted on 
the London Stock Exchange have 
one or more South African sub- 
sidiaries. 

“Britain has more at stake than 
any of our European partners or 
foe u s:\ 

But even if there is .no early 
change in official British policy , 
U.K. companies with South Afr- 
ican interests may find themselves 
vulnerable through consumer act- 
ion both at home and abroad. 

Last March supermarkets imp- 
orting South African products 
(fxuit, -canned fish, corned beef 
and • dothing) found themselves 
foe target of a boycott, and ofoer- 
retailers ^ Richard Shops, Fen- 
wicks, Austin Reed are . now 


being singled out by the Anti- 
Apartheid Movement because of 
their imports of South African 
footwear and clothing. 

In Africa itself there are so far 
no signs of a boycott of British 
imports and sendees, bat some 
African diplomats believe that 
could to time change — and pos- 
sibly be an issue at the for- 
thcoming Commonwealth heads 
of state conference in October. 

Such a threat would once have 
seemed hollow. Weak African 
economies have little apparent 
leverage, but as Western opinion 
of sanctions changes and foe U.S. 
itself moves towards selective 
measures, leaving Britain inc- 
reasingly isolated, a policy of dis- 
couragement (by giving pre- 
ference in government tenders to 
non-U. K. firms, for example) 
becomes at least conceivable. 

The weapon is not insignificant. 
Nigeria (which in 1979 nat- 
ionalised BPs assets in foe cou- 
ntry in protest over Britain's han- 
dling of Rhodesia’s illegal dec- 
laration of independence) imp- 
orted £768 million from Britain 
last year, and several major Bri- 
tish companies operate in both 
Nigeria and South Africa. 

British company involvement in 
South Africa is pervasive. The two 
hanking groups Barclays Natiqpal 
and Stenbic are ihe two largest 
banks in foe republic. The London 
headquartered Consolidated 
Gold Fields has a more than 40 
per cent share in Gold Fields of 
South Africa, which produces 
about a quarter of foe country’s 
gold. Rio Tinto manages foe Pal- 
abora copper mine, and Rossing.. 
the m-anium producer in Namibia 
(South-West Africa). Lonrho con- 
trols Western Platinum and B.P. 


and Shell both have coalmining 
operations which between them 
accountfor 10 per cent of the cou- 
ntry’s coal exports. 

Household names in the ins- 
urance industry include Legal and 
General. Prudential. Commercial 
Union and Norwich Union. In 
pharmaceuticals. Smith and Nep- 
hew and Boots are prominent. In 
rubber products BTR has a sub- 
stantial part of the market. 

According to Uksata almost 10 
per cent of all British overseas dir- 
ect investment is in South Africa, 
with a market value put in 1 982 at 
£5 billion. There is also, Uksata 
points out, substantial indirect 
investment (mainly through por- 
tfolio holdings). Researchers at 
foe Anti-Apartheid Movement 
and the U.N. Centre Against Apa- 
rtheid, compiling a study of trade 
and investment links, broadly 
agree with Uksata’s calculation 
that direct and indirect inv- 
estments come to at least £11 bil- 
lion. representing 40-45 per cent 
of total foreign investment in the 


republic. 

Britain's total gross income 
from South Africa, says Uksata, 
was around £3.5 billion in 1982. 
Visible exports currently run at 
£1.2 billion a year, invisibles — 
investment income, insurance, 
services, profits ■ and dividends, 
shipping — are calculated at£].3 
billion, while a further £350 mil- 
lion is earned in reexports of 
South African diamonds and gold 
from Britain. (The world rough 
diamond market is effectively con- 
trolled by De Beets' Central Sel- 
ling Organisation with its hea- 
dquarter in London; the Bank of 
■England is the agent for most of 
the republic’s gold sales). 

Thus far Uksata and anti- 
apartheid researchers remain in 
broad agreement Where shaip 
differences emerge, however, is 
over the impact on jobs in Britain 
from a total trade embargo. 

The former, citing a mid-1970s 
survey of British companies in 
South Africa — around 600. acc- 
ording to a U.N. study — asserts 
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that up to 250.000 jobs could be 
lost. Barclays, with a 50.4 per cent 
'shareholding in Barclays South 
Africa, which in turn has a major 
share of the republic’s banking 
business, claims that U.K-South 
Africa trade “provides 150,000 
jobs” in Britain. 

The Anti-Apartheid Movement 
researchers disagree, claiming 
that the loss could be as low as 
10.000. arguing that companies 
would adapt and find new mar- 
kets. 

It would be impossible to est- 
ablish an accurate figure. The 
chief executive of one major U.K. 
engineering company whidt emp- 
loys 1 1 ,000 workers in Britain est- 
imates. for example, that the 
South African market is worth 
300 jobs — and daims that if trade 
was cut his South African sub- 
sidiary would retrench 2,500 wor- 
kers, most of them black. 

What is dear is that the ties ext- 
end through most sectors of foe 
U.K. economy — banking, eng- 
ineering and electrical equipment, 
computers, machinery — and foe 
links are actively reinforced by foe 
British Overseas Trade Board. 
Four British trade missions have 
visited South Africa this year 
aloae, and the board supported 84 
such missions between 1977 and 
1 982 — disproportionately higher 
than any other market of equ- 
ivalent size, even outside Africa, 
says a U.N. report • 

“Each trade agreemment, each 
bank loan, each new investment is 
another brick in foe wall of out 
continued existence," said the late 
John Voister. then prime minister 
in 1972. Despite foe go-it-alone 
current mood in South Africa, that 
is probably as true today. 

British banks have been pro- 
viding several of those bricks. A 
recent study by an anti-apartheid 
organisation. End Loans to South 
Africa, identified new loans worth 
$2.44 billion from 202 banks in 


1982-84. with U.K. banks, led by 
Hill Samuel, playing a leading role 
and involved in nearly half that 
amount. Of the total assets of 
South Africa’s top 20 banks, says 
foe report. 62.3 per cent belong 
primarily to foreign -owned banks 
of which foe two biggest are Bar- 
clays and Standard Chartered, 
which make substantial con- 
tributions to parent company pro- 
fits — 14 and 20 per cent res- 
pectively in 1 982. 

British companies also play a 
major role in strategic areas of the 
South African economy — fuel, 
military equipment and com- 
puters. 

AECT. an associate of IQ, has 
been working on another oil- 
from-coal project, Castrol is con- 
tributing to South Africa’s cap- 
acity for specialised oil products, 
while Perkins Diesel is con- 
tributing to a R260 million plant 
near Cape Town which produce 
diesel engines and end South Afr- 
ica’s dependence on foreign sup- 
pliers. 

Although there has been a U.N. 
arms embargo since 1977, anti- 
apartheid researchers argue that 
British supplies of equipment, play 
an indirect role in South Africa’s 
military capacity. These strategic 
ties are likely to come under gre- 
ater criticism from the anti- 
apartheid lobby. 

It is pressure from Customers 
both in the British high street and 
in foe Commonwealth rather than 
foe prospects of selective or bro- 
ader sanctions which wifi make 
companies reassess their links 
with South Africa. 

But foreign investor find pul- 
ling out a I ess-th an -painless pro- 
cess. despite foe fact that South 
Africa which abolished foe fin- 
ancial rand in 1983 has not — so 
far — reimposed foreign exchange 
restrictions.

NAIROBI — -A church-state 
debate over foe use of birth con- 
trol to curb foe world’s highest 
population growth rate takes on 
extra significance this week when 
the Pope arrives for a congress 
devoted to foe theme of family. 

Kenya’s one-party government 
has become the most active in Afr- 
ica in promoting family planning. 
President Daniel A rap Moi. tac- 
kling a subject ducked by most of 
the continent's leaders, has ple- 
dged an all-out fight to reduce the 
4.1 per cent growth rate before 
overpopulation swamps the eco- 
nomy. 

If that growth is unchecked, 
Kenya's population of almost 20 
million would triple in 25 years. 
Mr. Moi says foe growth rale is 
“foe most crucial challenge for us 
in this decade” and wants it low- 
ered to 3.3 per cent within three 
years. 

In the opposite corner is 
'Kenya's Roman Catholic Church, 
firmly backed by Pope John Paul 
II. Kenyan bishops say they end- 
orse “natural” birth control, such 
as foe rhythm method, but they 
condemn contraception and argue 
that improved production and dis- 
tribution of food could sustain an 
expanding population. 

Should foe Pope choose to den- 
ounce artificial birth control dur- 
ing his Aug. 16-19 visit to Kenya, 
he will have a fitting forum at foe 
43rd International Eucharistic 
Congress. 

The Aug. 11-18 congress, based 
on foe theme of “the Eucharist 
and foe Christian family,” is dra- 
wing thousands of Catholic pil- 
grims to Nairobi 

Kenya's Catholic Church, 
which claims four million fol- 
lowers, finds broad nationwide 
support for some of its views — 
abortion is illegal and sex edu- 
cation in schools is an unpopular 
note. 

Moreover, many non-Cafoolics 
have foeir own reasons for wan- 
ting large families, which tra- 
ditionally have signified wealth 
and prestige in African societies. 
In 1980, the average Kenyan 
mother had 8.1 children, and sur- 
veys indicated many women wan- 
ted even more. 

Hoping to change such att- 
itudes, foe government formed 
the National Council for Pop- 
ulation and Development in Dec- 
ember 1982. 

Leonard E. Ngugi, the council 
director, said his foremost priority 
is to educate Kenyans about birth 
control. 

"What we lack is information," 
Mr. Ngugi, a former government 
economist, said in an interview. 
“People are not aware of what 


they need to do. It is a gigantic job 
to get all of them informed.” 

The council has recruited other 
government agencies to help spr- 
ead information. It also received 
cooperation from private family 
planning and religious groups, inc- 
luding the Catholic Church. 

“They accept the need to do 
some family planning,” Mr. Ngugi 
said. “We don’t mind if the Cat- 
holics tiy something else (natural 
birth control) ... all methods are 
acceptable to us.” 

Last year, Kenya's 16 Roman 
Catholic bishops placed a new- 
spaper advertisement vehemently 
protesting the establishment of 
the government-approved clinics 
where women were surgically ste- 
rilised. 

Vice President Mwai Kibaki. a 
Catholic, responded by saying rel- 
igious ideology should not slow 
foe implementation of family pla- 
nning. 

“If we continue increasing at 
the rate which we are doing, we 
shall never be in a position to pro- 
vide even the 1 basic necessities.” 
said an editorial last May in the 
Kenya Times, published by the 
ruling Kenya African National 
Union. 

Mr. Moi said Aug. 2 that Ken- 
yan women should have no more 
than four children. He said women 
employed by the government 
would not be entitled to maternity 
leave for their fifth child and sub- 
sequent children and would be 
required to pay for those children 
to attend public schools. 

Father Maurice Lwanga. 
secretary-general of the Kenya 
Catholic Secretariat, said the 
church opposed sanctions against 
large families. 

“Each family should have the 
freedom to choose how many chi- 
Idren it wants,” he said. “No one 
should dictate how many.” 

“We respect people’s con- 
sciences,” he added. “If a person 
wants to choose artificial means of 
birth control, we can’t stop them, 
but when they started sterilisation 
we told people not to go because 
we knew very many women who 
thought what they had was only 
fora very short time, only to find it 
would be permanent” 

To make contraceptives more 
available, the government has 
removed import duties on them, is 
studying foe possibility of sub- 
sidies, and is considering training 
nurses and midwtves to help 
women obtain prescriptions for 
birth control pills.

"His condition has improved.

“But he is still very tired and in 
need of intensive care.” 

Vatanen 33.was taken off a res- 
pirator on Monday at a Helsinki 
University surgical hospital, 
where he was rushed with bre- 
athing Lroubles after an operation 
on his smashed left knee at a nea- 
rby orthopedic hospital last Thu- 
rsday. 

He sustained the knee damage 
and ribcage, hip and spine injuries 
when his Peugeot left the road in 
the race at Cordoba, Argentina. 
He was flown to Paris by the Peu- 
geot team and then on to Finland 
at his own and his wife's ins- 
istence. 

His wife Rita, who earlier told 


reporters she could not imagine 
her husband giving up rally dri- 
ving. would only say on Tuesday 
“Pm keeping my fingers crossed 
and hoping for the best.” 

Vatanen was world rally cha- 
mpion in 1981 and is third in the 
current championship standings. 

In Paris. Vatanen’s Peugeot 
team said the Finnish driver had 
been breathing properly without 
the respiratory assistance since 
Monday and it appeared (hat the. 
improvement was continuing. 

“Barring complication, it can be 
considered that Ari Vatanen has 
come out of the critical phase.” 
Peugeot team doctor Jean Duby 
said in a statement. 

Duby added that Vatanen still 
suffered agitation and confusion 
and the orthopedic problem of 
fractures to lumbar and cervical 
vertebrae. Development since the 
operation on Vatanen's fractured 
left knee was satisfactory on the 
orthopedic level, he said. 


Kenya wins African 
Athletics Championships 


CAIRO (R) — Kenya, smashing 
their track rivals. Monday won the 
East and Central African Ath- 
letics Championships, hauling a 
total of 40 medals including 22 
gold. 

Monday night's best per- 
formance came from Kenya's Sal- 
ma Chirchir who beat compatriot 
Mary Ghemweno to second place 
to win the 800 metres in a fast 
time of two minutes and 06.65 
seconds. Chemweno returned two 
minutes 08.30 seconds. 

In the steeplechase. Kenyans 
Joshua Kjpkembpoi and Julius 
Kariuki broke from the pack after 
two laps and teamed up until they 
took the bell. 

Karuiki led as they came off the 
final bend, but Kipkcmhci unl- 
eashed a searing burst of pace to 
overtake his compatriot in the str- 
aight and win in eight minutes and 
23.94 seconds. less than a second 
faster than Karuiki. 

Zimbabwe's Faranyi Kam- 
ucheka finished well back in third, 
place, while Egypt’s Mohammad* 
Idris returned an embarrassingly 


slow time of nine minutes 22.28 
seconds. 

But there was some com- 
pensation for the hosts in the 
men's 400 metres hurdles when 
Ahmad Abdul Halim clinched a 
gold medal with a new Egyptian 
record of 49.74 seconds. Kenya's 
Stmoe Kitur finished in 51. 17 sec- 
onds. 

In the men's 800 metres. 
Kenya’s Joseph Chesire beat cou- 
ntryman Junta Ndiwa to second 
place, winning in one minute 
47.87 seconds, more than four 
seconds out of the African record 
held by Sammy Koskei of Kenya. 

Kenya's S. Kipkemboi and Est- 
her Kavaya also won the men's 
and women’s 200 metres res- 
pectively. with Kipkemboi fla- 
shing across the line in a fast time 
of 20.95 seconds. 

The men's discus was an all- 
Egyptian affair won by double 
African champion Mohammad 
Naguib with a throw of 6 1.30 met- 
res. The only other competitor 
was compatriot Hassan Hamad 
who managed 56.06 metres.

South Korean automotive industry 
is gearing up for rapid growth 


SEOUL — South Korea's aut- 
omotive industry is moving into 
high gear. 

It has emerged strongly from a 
difficult period of restructuring at 
the early part of the decade and is 
poised for rapid growth, with gre- 
ater competition expected in the 
domestic market and exports pro- 
jected to expand fast Yet the ind- 
ustry faces a number of hurdles 
before it can become a world-class 
competitor. 

' The expansion is led by some 
South Korea’s most aggressive 
and best-managed companies — 
Hyundai. Daewoo, and Kia, all 

three of which are rapidly adding 
to production capacity, upgra ding 
their technology, and broadening 
international links. 

The companies rode on a crest 
of rapid growth during the late 
• 1970s. But high oS prices, com- 
bined with deep domestic and int- 
ernational recession, cut the ind- 
ustry’s production by nearly half. 

The government staved off col- 
lapse of the sector with a res- 
tructuring plan which reduced 
competition by dividing up the 
market among the companies. 

Daewoo (thee Saehan Motors) 
and Hyundai were allowed to con- 
tinue production of passenger- 
cars, while Kia, the first to develop 
a local car with almost entirely 
domestic content, was banned 
from passenger car manufacture, 
but was given a monopoly over the 
production of small vans and 
trucks. 

The motor companies resisted 
the plan, but in retrospect they 
admit that it strengthened the ind- 
ustry. “The fact that we still exist 
tells you that it worked.” says Mr. 
Lee Soo-Jang, director of ove- 
rseas trade at Kia Motors. 

With a new management team, 
Kia began to produce a profit 
again in 1982, mainly on the basis 
of its protected market for vans 
and trucks. But now the Korean 
government is moving to dis- 
mantle the protection. 

Beginning in 1987, Kia will be 
allowed again to produce cars, • 
while Daewoo and Hyundai wfll 
move into the manufacture of 
small commercial vehicles. Eve- 
ntually foreign imports will be all- 
owed. 

All three companies are gearing 
up for these changes, though they 
have adopted different strategies. _ 

Hyundai is the most advanced. 
It produced 123.000 passenger 
■ cars-' -last* year;' captaring 68' per 
cent of the domestic car market 
and 96 per cent of exports. 

Hyundai is being closely wat- 
ched because late this year or early 
next it is expected to test the U.S. 
market for the first time, exp- 
orting a new front-wheel-drive 
subcompact, the Pony Excel. 

As early as 1976, Hyundai 
began to dabble in exports and 
.Mr. Lee Sooil, director of pla- 
nning at Hyundai, says the exp- 
erience was instructive. He says 
many problems of quality and 
workmanship were weeded out 

Last year an older model, the 
rear- wheel -drive subcompact 
Pony n, arrived in the Canadian 
market and was an instant success, 
with sales of 25,000 vehicles, rou- 
ghly four times initial exp- 
ectations. 

Hyundai’s strategy was simple: 


To sell the cheapest car on the 
markeL It intends to adopt the 
same strategy in the U-S. Mr. Lee 
says a final price decision has not 
been made yet, but be does not 
rule out the possibility of selling 
die Pony Excel for less than 
$5,000. 

He says Hyundai needs to sell 
more than 100.000 vehicles in the 
fust year to be considered a suc- 
cess, but admits that the dropping 
of quotas on Japanese imports to 
the U.S. and the expected entry of 
more small Japanese cars is wor- 
rying. 

Nonetheless, he says: “We are 
not afraid of competition.” 
Hyundai sold a 10 per cent 
stake to Mitsubishi of Japan in 
1982. when it recognised that it 
would need advanced technology 
to design a front-wh eel -drive veh- 
icle which would be int- 
ernationally competitive. But 
Hyundai, like many Korean com- 
panies, would clearly like to shed 
its dependence on foreign com- 
panies. 

As one industry executive puts: 
it: “One of my regrets has been 
the fact that we are too much dep- 
endent on Japanese sources for 
technology and supplies of mat- 
erials and finished products.” 

, Kia Motors, like Hyundai, is 
•intent on keeping control of its 
own destiny, but it too has turned 
to Japan for technology. 

Mazda acquired an eight per 
cent stake in Kia in 1983. while 
CJtoh took two per cent. Kia's 
successful small van is based on 
Mazda technology, and it is wor- 
king dosely with Mazda to dev- 
elop its new entry in the car mar- 
ket — *a mini-car with a llOOcc 
engine. 

Kia will buQd a 120.000- 
unit-per-year factory, and expects 
to export 70 per cent of the cars to 
the U3. 

Kia executives say that Ford 
Motor of tiie U.S., which holds a- 
25 per cent stake in Mazda, is res- 
ponsible for developing the con- 
cept behind the car and is exp- 
ected to undertake the U.S. mar- 
keting, possibly under a Ford 
■label. Kia would dearly prefer to 
market the car under its own 
name, but says it can be 1 ‘flexible.” 
Kia also wants to develop mid- 
sized cars in the 1600cc to 200 Occ 
range. It is talking with Fiat and 
Peugeot about assembling their 
cars in Korea in exchange for 
marketing Kia products in Eur- 
*ope. - - ‘ • * - 

It has entered into an outline 
-agreement with Saab Scania, 
under which Kia would produce 
larger Scania trucks in Korea 
while the Swedish company would 
market Kia trucks in Europe. ; 

Kia has also approached Ren- 
ault 

In contrast with Kia and Hyu- 
ndai, Daewoo Motors is more fir- 
mly linked to a single foreign par- 
tner, through a 50:50 joint ven- 
ture with General Motors (G.M.). 

Last year the two partners agr- 
eed to expand and construction is 
under way for plant which will 
produce an annua] total of 
167,000 front-wh eel -drive sub- 
compacts, as many as half for exp- 
ort based on Opel designs. 

Daewoo took over the company 
in 1982, when it was a money- 
losing joint venture between Sae-

ban Motors and G.M.. under the 
local management of G.M. Under 
Daewoo’s management profits 
were first generated in 1983 but 
there has been relatively little suc- 
cess in marketing sub compact 
models locally. 

Many analysts think that could 
change when the Opel-designed 
cars begin rolling off the assembly 
line. 

Although many foreign analysts 
are impressed with the confidence 
which G.M. has placed in Dae- 
woo, and are predicting success, 
Daewoo’s Korean competitors are 
less awed. A Hyundai executive 
says that the joint-venture str- 
ucture will encumber man- 
agement and make it slower to 
respond to market trends. 

“From a short-term point of 
view of moneymaking, the 
Daewoo- G.M. system is by far the 
most beneficial,” says a Kia exe- 
cutive. “But there is no challenge 
in the system and no prolonged 
incentive to malce innovations. It 
is a hit-and-run type of business.” 

The Daewoo strategy reflects 
the outlook of Mr. Kim Woo- 
Choong, the Daewoo group cha- 
irman. who, in contrast with many 
Korean businessmen, does not 
aspire to complete independence. 
Rather he hopes to translate 
Korea's strengths in low-cost 
manufacturing directly into profits 
and growth by teaming up with a 
foreign partner for technology and 
marketing. 

The strategies reflect different 
approaches to several market, 
obstacles. One is the small size of 
Korea’s domestic vehicle market, 
which has grown for more slowly 
than industry executives ant- 
icipated. 

Registrations passed the one 
milli on mark in May, incomes are 
rising fast and the ratio of cars to 
people at roughly one to 40 is very 
low. All the same, no one expects 
a boom in domestic sales. 

The companies say the domestic 
market is too small to provide the 
necessary economies of scale for 
efficient production and that they 
must export to stay competitive. 
But some analysis doubt that an 
export drive can succeed without 
substantially broader support in 
the domestic markeL 

There is also a race to catch up 
on technology. 

“We are dragged along by ext- 
ernal forces,” says. Mr. Lee of Kia. 
Kia exports a small quantity of its 
vafis? tnir irstiU is' excluded from 
the U.S. market because it has not 
met pollution and safety sta- 
ndards. The companies also have 
yet to prove they can meet int- 
ernational quality standards. 

In the view of one analyst:. 
“ Korean workers cannot afford to 
own the cars they assemble and 
have no appreciation for things 
like a good door fit.” 

Many observers fault the man- 
ufacturers for the lack of a back- 
up industry in parts and com- 
ponents. That shortcoming may 
be on the way to solution, how- 
ever. Both G.M. and Chrysler 
have set up parts ventures in 
Korea and TRW, the U.S. com- 
ponents maker, is in the process of 
setting up a venture of its own.

Downfall of shipping giant 
marks Japan’s major fiasco 


TOKYO (R) — Prime Minister Yasuhiro Nakasone 
Tuesday accepted the resignation of cabinet minister 
Mr. Toshio Komoto, who offered to quit when the 
shipping firm he founded became the largest bus- 
iness failure in Japanese history. 


Mr. Komoto, who was res- 
ponsible for handling problems 
linked to Japan's huge trade sur- 
plus, offered to quit Monday to 
take responsibility for the fin- 
ancial problems of Sanko Ste- 
amship Co. Ltd, one of the 
.world’s biggest stripping lines. 

Sanko Steamship applied Tue- 
sday to a Kobe court for pro- 
tection from its creditors, a move 
usually followed by the app- 
ointment of a receiver or by liq- 
uidation. 

The firm tried but foiled to ride 
out a worldwide shipping industry 
recession with a massive building 


programme aimed at creating a 
more efficient fleet 
Banking sources said Sanko 
Steamship had piled up debts of 
520 billion yen (S2.1 billion) by 
the time its main creditor banks 
ran out of patience. 

Mr. Komoto, 74. founded the 
firm in the 1 930s and built it into a 
majorworld force. Itoperates 244 
ships, including 89 tankers, or 
around four per cent of the world's 
shipping tonnage. 

Mr. Komoto resigned as com- 
pany president about 1 1 years 
ago, but still holds 3.3 percent of 
the shares and took responsibility 


for the firm’s problems because 
friends succeeded him, his sec- 
retary Issei Akagi told Reuters. 

A former con tender for the pre- 
sidency of - the ruling* Liberal 
Democratic Patty, which carries 
with it the post of prime minister, 
Mr. Komoto held the cabinet post 
of director general of the Okinawa 
Development Agency. 

But Mr. Nakasone also emp- 
owered him to deal with external 
economic policy, centring on 
Japan's problems with demands 
for protectionism to counter its 
huge rising trade surplus. 

The prime minister’s office said 
Mr. Ippei Kaneko, who followed 
Mr. Komoto as director general of 
the economic planning agency in a 
1984 reshuffle, would probably 
.take on his economic policy res- 
ponsibilities. 


Israeli reported entangled 
in Ciskei construction scandal

TEL AVIV — The Ciskei gov- 
ernment has suspended payment 
to a mysterious construction com- 
pany, apparently run by an Israeli, 
for two hospitals it constructed in 
the nominally independent South - 
African homeland, following sus- 
picions concerning the legality of 
'the contracts. 

According to reliable South 
African sources, a commission of 
inquiry set up by the Ciskei gov- 
ernment has received allegations 
that die contracts for the two hos- 

S itals valued at $15 million and 
27 million, may be suspect 

The company involved. Gur 
International, is run by a man who 
identified himself to an Israeli 
reporter several months ago as 
Mioshe Ben-Sbemesh, of Haifa. 

But the company is not reg- 
istered in Israel, and it is not listed 
with the Association of Builders 
and Contractors here. 

According to the South African 


sources, it has telephone numbers 
in London and Switzerland. 

Neither is Ben-Shemesh known 
to anyone in contracting circles 
here, and his name is not listed in 
the Haifa telephone directory. 

Following suspicions about the 
contracts, which were negotiated ■ 
through Hennie Beukes, the for- 
mer Ciskei health minister, the 
Ciskei government has said it wfll 
not take delivery of the hospitals, 
the first of which is nearing com- 
pletion. # 

The investigation into the com- 
pany is part of a probe being car- 
ried out by a government com- 
mission of inquiry into allegations 
of corruption against the former 
Ciskeian minister of health and 
other officials. 

The names of several Israeli 
companies, including Gur Int- 
ernational, have come up in the 
course of the inquiry, which is now 
in recess and is due to resume cm 
Atm. 19. 

The investigators are also che- 


cking whether Gur is linked to a 
U-S. company. Horizon Int- 
ernational. which signed a $25 
million contract to build an airport 
in Ciskei. 

The airport contract is sus- 
pected of irregularities on several 
counts. 

According to a lawyer who stu- 
died the contract, it contains an 
“unprecedented” clause in which 
the contractor undertook to sup- 
ply Ciskei with “credit” to finance 
.the contract — and include int- 
’ erest charges of at least $5 million 
in die contract price. 

Meanwhile, former finance 
minister Yoram Aridor was in 
■Gskei last month looking into his 
business interests in the hom- 
eland. Talking to a South African 
journalist he denied any inv- 
.olvement either with Gur or with 
construction of the airport. 

Aridor'smain interest in Gskei 
is a company called Gassic Cars, 
which specialises in building rep- 
roductions of vintage vehicles,

Lloyds may hike insurance 
rates following second crash 


LONDON (R) — The second 
crash of a Boeing 747 in two 
months could force up the price of 
insuring international airimets. a 
spokesman for Lloyds of London 
said Tuesday. 

He said the impact on insurance 
of Monday’s Japan Air lines 
(JAL) crash, in which more than 
500 people died, would be better 
gauged when Lloyd's, the world’s 
Biggest insurance market, ann- 
ounced figures for the aviation 
sector next month. 

The crash of the JAL plane, on 
an internal flight from Tokyo to 
Osaka, appeared certain to be the 
worst accident involving a single 
airliner in aviation history. Only

four survivors have so far been 
found among 524 on board. 

After the crash of an Air India 
747 off Ireland in June, in which 
329 people died. Lloyd’s officials 
estimated insurers could face the 
largest claim in aviation history, 
up to $100 million, covering air- 
craft replacement and loss of life. 

The Lloyd’s spokesman said the 
Japanese aircraft was valued for 
insurance at $35 million. He said 
that under Japanese law, there 
was no limit on life insurance pay- 
able for passengers travelling on 
interna] flights: 

The primary insurerfor the JAL 
plane was Tokyo Marine and Fire 
and 57 per cent of the cover was 


reinsured at Lloyd’s. 

Compulsory insurance for pas- 
sengers in international flights is 
currently fixed at a maximum of 
$75,000. Relatives of crash vic- 
tims may sue carriers in the courts 
for higher amounts. 

The Lloyd's spokesman said 
insurance rates for airliners varied 
according to the aircraft involved 
and the safety record of the -air- 
line. 

If investigators determined that 
a crashed airliner had developed 
what could be a recurring fault, 
then rates were Likely to rise cor- 
respondingly. If a crash was cau- 
ses by a non-recurring factor then 
rates were less to be affected.

JOHANNESBURG (R) — Eleven more people were 
Tuesday reported to have died in unabated racial 
violence as South Africa warned the world that 
“unrealistic expectations” had been raised of apa- 
rtheid reforms. 


Six black men and a man of 
mixed race were killed during ove- 
rnight unrest in the troubled eas- 
tern Cape province, a police spo- 
kesman said. 

Four blacks were found dead at 
Inanda township near Durban, 
focal point of Indian-Zulu dashes 
that have claimed some 70 lives 
over the past 10 days. 

Violence has continued across 
the country in defiance of a state 
of emergency imposed on July 21 
to fight unprecedented unrest that 
has d aimed some 600 lives since 
February. iy84. 

Amid growing U.S. pressure for 
reforms in Pretoria's apartheid 
-racial discrimination policies, a 
senior cabinet minister was quo- 
ted Tuesday as saying the state 
would not abolish racial barriers in 
living areas, schools and political 
representation. 

Government sources have said 
President P.W. Botha will ann- 
ounce changes at a congress of his 
national party on Thursday. 

State-run radio quoted Black 
Affairs Minister Genii VUjoen as 
saying South Africa envisaged 
reform only within the framework 
of the country’s “complex div- 
ersity of peoples’*. 


Pressure on Pretoria to make 
.reforms has mounted since it cla- 
mped emergency rule on two pro- 
test tom areas on July 21. 

But Mr. VQjoen. addressing 
whites in the politically con- 
servative Pretoria area, said any 
reform “emails the maintenance 
of the principle of own residential 
areas, own school, own education 
departments and own separate 
political representation’’. 

He blamed the media for cre- 
ating “unrealistic expectations" 
before Mr. Botha's speech. 

A radio commentary reflecting 
government thinking Tuesday cri- 
ticised what it called “an orgy of 
speadarjon” about die reforms, 
saying “some of the guesses seem 
to be flights of fancy rather than 
informed reports’’. 

Police reported five more dea- 
ths Monday in countrywide tow- 
nship violence. 

The home of Winnie Mandela, 
wife of jailed black nationalist 
leader Nelson Mandela, and a cli- 
nic she ran were burned down 
overnight, a family lawyer said 
Tuesday. 

IsmaU Ayob told Reuters that 
she was safe in Johannesburg but 
he had no further details of the fire 


at Brandfort in the Orange Free 
State. 

South African police hurled 
teargas grenades into her house 
last week and seized 30 people, 
including her sister. 

Meanwhile U.S. Congressman 
Stephen Solarz said his reception 
from South African President 
P.W. Botha Monday “made a cold 
shower seem warm” and that he 
had received no assurances or 
promises of change during the 
hour-long meeting. 

Mr. Solarz. a Democrat who has 
frequendy criticised South Afr- 
ica's apartheid race segregation 
policies, was speaking to reporters 
at the end of a week-long visit that 
had left him. “profoundly pes- 
simistic about peaceful change in 
this country." 

He added Mr. Botha had given 
a clear impression that jailed black 
nationalistleaderNelson Mandela 
would not be released unless he 
agreed to preconditions. 

“The president indicated they 
were keeping Mr. Mandela in pri- 
son for the same reasons the wes- 
tern powers were keeping Rud- 
olph Hess in prison." he said. 

Hess, a Nazi war criminal, has 
been held in Spandau Prison in 
West Germany since the end of 
the World War II. 

There have been growing dem- 
ands for the release of Mr. Man- 
dela. who has served 20 years of a 
life sentence for attempting to 


overthrow South Africa’s white 
minority government 
• Mr. Solarz said Mr. Botha had 
given little indication of reforms 
expected to be announced in a 
major policy speedi due on Thu- 
rsday. 

“The substance was that the 
kind of changes would not in my 
view be seen as terribly significant 
by black people or the rest of the 
world." he said. 

Mr. Solarz said he had detected 
“a rising ride of anger and growing 
frustration among black people" 
since his previous visit five years 
ago.

Opposition members file 
motion to impeach Marcos 


Pope tells young people 
to have faith in church 


MANILA (R) — Opposition 
members of the Philippine Nat- 
ional Assembly formally filed a 
resolution Tuesday calling for the 
impeachment of President Fer- 
dinand Marcos. 

The resolution and an acc- 
ompanying "verified complaim." 
in effect a bill of particulars, were 
handed to Speaker Nicanor Yni- 
guez and Assembly Secretary- 
General Antonio de Guzman, 
who accepted the documents. 

Homooono Adaza. a leader of 
the impeachment campaign, told 
reporters: “This is an historic 
moment.” 

But the ruling New Society 
Movement (KBL) party imm- 
ediately countered with a" motion 
expressing confidence in Mr. Mar- 
cos. 

The opposition resolution, sig- 
ned by 56 members, called for the 


impeachment of Mr. Marcos on 
the grounds of graft and cor- 
ruption. culpable violation of the 
constitution and high crimes. The 
“verified complaint’’ was signed 
by 52 members. 

The resolution has little chance 
of surviving in the KBL- 
dominated assembly. Under the 
rules, the speaker has three days 
to refer it to the floor of the ass- 
embly. which would then send it to 
the Committee on Justice. Human 
Rights and Good Government. 

Assembly officials said the imp- 
eachment resolution would not 
necessarily hold up other par- 
liamentary business while it was 
considered in committee. 

But Prime Minister Cesar Vir- 
ata had to postpone until at least 
Wednesday the formal int- 
roduction of the 1986 budget. 


China: War with Japan 
will never be repeated 


PEKING (R) — China will not 
forget its long war with Japan, 
which left 20 million Chinese cas- 
ualties. but the two countries will 
□ever fight again, a senior Com- 
munist Party official said Tuesday. 

Gao Liang, head of die Foreign 
Relations Bureau of the Party's 
Propaganda Committee, told a 
news conference that China opp- 
osed Japan's militarism but not its 
people nor the present Japanese 
government. 

“Eight yeans of war is a short 
time in the endless flow of history. 
China and Japan will never engage 
in war again.” Mr. Gao said. 

Mr. Gao said meetings would be 
held all over China to com- 
memorate die dead of the war. 
leading to a huge ceremony in. 
Peking's Tienanmen Square on 
Sept 2. the eve of the 40 th ann- 
iversary of the end of the conflict 
in China. 

China would release films. 


books, television programmes and 
special stamps to mark the occ- 
asion. he added. 

Mr. Gao repeated the new off- 
icial account of the war, rec- 
ognising the role played by the 
Chinese Nationalists in defeating 
the Japanese. 

“The Nationalist armies took 
up major battles against the Jap- 
anese and inflicted heavy blows on 
them. We recognise the heroic 
contribution of all Nationalist sol- 
diers who died in the struggle." 
Mr. Gao said. 

Communist historians pre- 
viously said the Nationalists did 
not generally fight the Japanese 
but preferred to battle Communist 
forces. 

“The victory against Japan was 
a victory of all Chinese. It was the 
first time in a century China, a 
weak, semi-colonial country, 
completely defeated a big. imp- 
erialist nation." Mr. Gao said.

American 
found guilty 
in Chinese 
fire case 

PEKING ( R) — A American bus- 
inessman was found guilty Tue- 
sday of unintentionally causing a 
hotel fire in the north east Chinese 
city of Harbin in which 10 people 
were killed, his representative 
said. 

U.S. lawyer Robert Goodwin 
said in a telex message from Har- 
bin that Richard Ondrik. 34. had 
been sentenced to 18 months in 
jail and had been oidered to pay 
150.000 yuan (S53.500) in com- 
pensation. 

The official New China News 
Agency quoted the judgement as 
saying that under Chinese law Mr. 
Ondnk was guilty of starting the 
fire at the Swan Hotel on April 18 
due to negligence. 

It said Mr. Ondrik had been 
drinking and carelessly dropped a 
lighted cigarette butt on the bed 
in his room then fell asleep. 

He was awakened by smoke, 
left his room and. in opening the 
door, caused the fire to spread to 
2J rooms, six of which were bur- 
ned ouu the judgement said. 

Five North Koreans, four hotel 
staff and Mr. Ondrik' s business 
partner Alan Eng died. 

The agency said the blaze inj- 
ured seven people and caused 
damage worth more than 25.000 
yuan ($89,000). 

It said about 700 people, inc- 
luding officials from the US. con- 
sulate in the northern city of She- 
nyang, attended the sentencing in 
the Intermediate People's Court 

The telex said Mr. Ondrik's sen- 
tence would begin from his formal 
arrest on June 26 and that we will 
decide whether or not to appeal 
after consultations with his Chi- 
nese lawyer. He has 10 days in 
which to do so. the agency said. 

The same court jailed two wor- 
kers from the hotel Monday for 
negligence over the fire. 

ft said the deputy security chief 
received two years for deserting 
his post to ispend the evening in 
the hotel's ballroom and an att- 
endant on the floor where the fire 
started received three months for 
leaving his post without per- 
mission. 

The case is one of the first in 
which a foreigner has bean cha- 
rged with a criminal offence since 
China re-established its criminal 
code in 1979.

Florida 
(Agencies) — The manufacturer 
of the space shuttle Challenger's 
engines has confirmed that failure 
of the thermal sensors in two eng- 
ines caused one of the engines to 
shut down, resulting in a lower 
than normal orbit 

“We found exactly what we 
expected.” an official of Roc- 
ketdyne. a division of Rockwell 
International, said. 

NASA (National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration) is 
doing its own testing, but has alr- 
eady found that the engines, were 
in good shape after ChaMenger 
landed on Aug. 6. 

The official said all three the- 
rmal sensors that failed were hea- 
ted in the production processes to 
make them more uniform in mea- 
suring electrical resistance. They 
were heated to 1700 degrees Far- 
enheit which made them brittle. 

NASA officials said that a total 
of six new sensors would be placed 
in the engines of the Discovery 
before its scheduled Aug. 24 lau- 
nch. 

Five minutes, 45 seconds after 
Challenger was launched on July 
29. one of its three main engines. 
No. 1. suddenly quit, nearly three 
minutes early. 


BOMBAY. India (R) — More 
than 90 people were killed or inj- 
ured when a Bombay residential 
block collapsed Tuesday and res- 
cue workers said they were trying 
to reach another 25 still trapped. 

Police said rescuers were racing 
to find the trapped victims six 
hours after the three-storey bui- 
lding collapsed early Tuesday 
when most residents were asleep. 

The initial toil was 42 people 
killed and 50 injured. 

Police said 1 8 children were kil- 
led and the death toll was likely to 
rise because many of the injured 
were in a serious condition. 

The 80-year-old building was in 
the central Bombay suburb on 
Naepada. one of die oldest areas 
in India's main commercial city 
and port 

■ No immediate reason was given 
for the collapse but monsoon rains 
at this time of year often und- 
ermine foundations of old Bom- 
bay buildings. 

Nagpada. one of the oldest 


areas of the city, is crowded with 
residential buildings and small 
shops. 

At least 45 people have been 
killed in building collapses since 
the rains started about two months 
ago. 

Police said most of the dead 
lived on the first floor of the bui- 
lding which had 21 flats. 

Falling debris killed two people- 
in an adjacent shed. 

Chandrtasakar Prabhu. a state 
parliamentarian who lived in the 
building- told reporters that city 
engineers who visited the concrete 
bunding a week ago had declared 
it to be in good condition. 

He said construction of a new 
school next door might have wea- 
kened the foundations. 

Other survivors said there was a 
loud bang before the structure col- 
lapsed. 

The ground was littered with 
chunks of mansonry while broken 
television sets, sofas, and other 
household articles were scattered 
through the wreckage.

Lange asks Mitterrand to 
arrest blast suspects 


WELLINGTON (R) — Prime 
Minister David Lange has told 
France dial his government will 
ask Paris to arrest certain people 
wan ted for trial in New Zealand in 
connection with the sinking of the 
Greenpeace pro test ship Rainbow 
Warrior. 

Mr. Lange told President Fra- 
ncois Mitterrand, in a letter tra- 
nsmitted to Paris Monday and rel- 
eased Tuesday, that New Zea- 
land's ambassador in Paris would 
formally request that France “ arr- 
est and detain certain persons 
wanted for trial in New Zeland.” 
Mr. Lange did not name anyone 
but said there were “serious pre- 
sumptions that this crime was org- 
anised in France and that French 
citizens may be involved.” 

New Zealand and France have 
no extradition treaty. 

Mr. Lange had to/d reporters 
Monday that the saboteurs of ves- 
sel could have been mercenaries 
or agents of a foreign power. 

He added that he knew of no 
evidence linking any government 
to the sinking in Auckland on July 
10. A Dutch photographer on the 
vessel was killed when the ship 
was sunk by two bomb blasts. 

French state radio said on Sat- 
urday that a couple charged with 


blowing up the vessel and mur- 
dering Greenpeace photographer 
Fernando Pereira were a captain 
and a major in the French Armed 
Forces. 

The couple, named in an Auc- 
kland court as Alain-Jacques Tur- 
enge and Sophie-Gaire Turenge. 
are due to make another court 
appearance Wednesday. 

Mr. Lange's letter was a reply to 
a letter sent to him by Mr. Mit- 
terrand last week after allegations 
of official French involvement in 
the bombing first surfaced. 

The Rainbow Warrior was to 
have led a “peace fleet” to the 
French nuclear test site at Mur- 
uroa atoll in French Polynesia. 

Mr. Lange told Mr. Mitterrand 
he was grateful for France’s “abs- 
olute condemnation" of the att- 
ack. which he said had aroused 
widespread indignation in New 
Zealand and the South Pacific. 

He said the detention request 
was made under an 1876 treaty 
providing for mutual surrender of 
fugitives. 

"It is our hope that any person 
connected with this affair against 
whom there is evidence of an off- 
ence in New Zealand ... will be 
returned ... for trial,” he said. 


SOFIA (R) — A Soviet Amb- 
assador has made unusually poi- 
nted comments about Moscow’s 
loyal ally. Bulgaria, publicly cri- 
ticising its economic performance 
and implying Bulgarian workers 
are ideologically unsound. 

In a magazine interview here. 
Leonid Grekov. Moscow's amb- 
assador to Sofia, sniped at the qua- 
lity of Bulgarian goods exported 
to the Soviet Union and Bulgaria's 
investment and energy pro- 
grammes. 

Diplomats said die comments 
were highly unusual given the 
no rmally placid nature of relations 
between Moscow and Sofia and 
saw them as evidence that new 
Kremlin chief Mikhail Gor- 
bachev was closely monitoring the

SAN SALVADOR (R) — The 
Salvadorean Armed Forces have 
said they had paid damages to a

A statement from the Armed 
Forces Press Office (Coprefa) said 
damages were paid to villagers in 
Ocotal in northern El Salvador 
who had been “greatly affected” 
by the war between leftist gue- 
rrillas and government troops. 

The statement did not say how 
much had been paid or why, add- 
ing only: 

“The armed forces high com- 
mand profoundly laments these 
incidents that in one way or ano- 
ther are provoked by the terrorists 
and only hurt the civilian pop- 
ulation."
